Grover Cleveland Says Means 
Should Be’ Provided for 
Them to Keep Dignity 
After Term Ends. 


DOES NOT THINK OF SELF. 


Cites Poverty of Jefferson and 
Tells of French Generosity 
to Prove Retired Role

New York, Dec. 28.—[Spectal.]—Grover 
Cleveland has written an article which will 
appear in the Jan. 2 issue of the Youth's 
Companion, on “Our Duties to Our Ex- 
Presidents,“ in which he speaks of the néces- 
sities of the ex-president,’his obligations, and 
occupations, and touches upon the provision 
the people should make for retired chief 
magistrates. : 

On the subject of an ex-president’s neces- 
sities, Mr. Cleveland writes: 

“Does the honor and respect, even the 
personal affection generously accorded by 
his countrymen, to one who has retired from 
their highest office, serve the purpose of com- 
plete acquittanoe of. the people's side of the 
accoum? 

“ Unquestionably, from a sentimental 
point of view, honor, respect, and affection 
put to their credit infinitely more of value 
than any service that can be performed by 
the ex-president, and abundantly compen- 
sate for any restraint exacted from nim at 
their behest. 


Says Nation’s Duty Is Plain. 

But how stands the account in the light 
of the necessities of the workaday world, 
which hold us all in unyielding environ- 
ment? 

“The truth is, our people, so far from 
treating their ex-presidents as relics of past 
honors, seem disposed not only to bestow 
upon them honor and respect but to con- 
tinue them in service so far as to interfere 
seriously with their untrammeled relation 
with the private citizenship and their unre- 
strained resumption of the occupations of 
every day life. 

“There is a sort of vague, but none the 
less. imperative, fegling abroad in the land 
that one who has occupied the great office 
of president holds in trust for his fellow 
citizens a certain dignity, which, in his con- 
duct and manner of life, he is bound to pro- 
tect against loss or deterioration. 

“Obedience to this obligation, which can 
-hardly be avoided, limits the ex-president 
in his choice of occupation and means of 
Hvelihood, and prescribes for him only such 
work as, in popular judgment, is not un- 


on his part, frequently less in keeping with 
his financial ability, than with the popular 
conceptions of ex-presidential propriety.” 


Dignity Should Be Paid For. 
„ The requirement by the people that the 
conduct and occupations of their ex-presi- 
dents should be so restricted that the dignity 


lously maintained suggests, without argu- 
ment, a reciprocal connection between the 
curtailment of the opportunities of ‘ivelihood 
on the one side and a reasonable obligation 
of indemnification on the other. 

“The president of the French republie 
receives an annual salary amounting to 
$120,000, together with $60,000 for the main- 
tenance and furnishing of his official resi- 


of travel and entertainment. This is de- 
cidedly in the direction of securing a dignified 
and unperplexed future for its éx-president. 

It can hardly be supposed that such an 
expenditure as this on account of our preai- 
dential office would accord with American 
ideas. It is not so easy, however, to dismiss 
from our minds the thought that the Amer- 
ican nation cannot well afford to disregard 
entirely the conditions that confront its re- 
tired presidents, nor longer allow itself to be 
accessory to the pitiful ine dents which fre- 
quently have resulted from such conditions. 


Cites Jefferson’s Poverty. 

“Our national pride should be rudely 
touched when we read concerning Thomas 
Jefferson after his retirement from the presi- 
dency: 

By degrees Jefferson became a poor 
man, indeed worse than poor, since he be- 
came involved in pecuniary emba ssmnents 
Before matters had reached this stage he had 
sold his library to congress for $23,950.’ 

Although he expressed himself as de- 
siring nothing from the public treasury, he 
accepted pecuniary gid furnished by private 
subscription, with the pathetic statement: 

I have spent three times as much money 
and given my whole life to my countrymen, 
now they nobly come forward, in the only 
way they can, to save an old servant from be- 
ing turned, like a dog, out of doors.’ 

“John Quincy Adama, a short time before 
he retired from the presidency and in con- 
templating that event, wrote as follows: 

The income of my whole private estate 
is less than $6,000 a year, and I am paying 
at least $2,000 of that for interest on my 
debt. Finally, upon going out of office one 
year from this time, destitute of all means 
of acquiring property, it will be only by the 
sacrifice of that which I now possess that I 
shall be able to support my family.“ 


Provision Should Be Generous. 

Concerning provision for our ex-presidents, 
the writer says: 

Whatever omission there may be ot · tal 
and considerate conduct on the part of our 
people, their relations with their ex-presi- 
dents ought to be made good by definite and 
generous provision for all cases alike, based 
upon motives of justice and fairness ade- 
quate to the situation. 

The condition can by no means be met by 
meager, spasmodic relief, occasionally fur- 
nished under the guise of a military pension 
or some other pretext; nor would it be best 
met by making compensation, already ac- 
crued or accruing, dependent upon the dis- 
charge of senatorial or other official duty. 

I do not need aid from the public treasury. 
I hope and believe I have provided for myself 


maintenance within the limits of accustomed 
prudence and economy, and that those to 
whom I owe the highest earthly duty will. not 
want when I am gone. 

“These conditions have permitted me to 
treat, with the utmiost freedom, the topic 
which involves no personal considerations,

CITY OVERRUN WITH THE IDLE 


Police Stations, Saloons, and Mf 
sions Thronged at Night. 


CONDITION LIKE MIDDLE ’908 


Charitable Organizations Face Worst 
Situation in Nine Years. 


Police officials, charitable workers, and 
lodging house keepers are face to face this 
winter with the problem of housing an army 
of idle men, beggars, hobos, tramps, and 
criminals, such as has not been seen in Chi- 
cago before in nine years. The number of 
unemployed wandering the streets of Chi- 
cago is estimated by men who for years have 
been living and working among these men, as 
cloge to 75,000. This is an increase of 30,000 
or 40,000 over the ordinary winter contingent. 

For the first time in several winters the 
police stations in the districts where the un- 
employed gather have been forced to turn 
over their basements as a shelter for the 
hundreds of men who apply for help. On 
the cold nights the scenes in the Desplaines 
street, West Lake street, Harrison street, 
Chicago avenue, and Maxwell street stations 
are similar to those of the winters of the 
middle 908. On warm nights large numbers 
of men walk the streets without a nickel in 
their pockets for food or lodging. 


Hundreds Sleep on Floor. 

The municipal lodging house at 10 North 
Union street for the first time in its history 
has found it necessary to suspend rules and 
allow men to sleep on the floor. More than 
200 men a night may be found stretched in 
rows along the corridors of the city lodging 
house. At least 200 more are able to get 
beds. 

The same men apply night after night, 
Supt. Mullenback stated, and the number 
is increasing week after week. Few of these 
men have been able to secure work. The 
number of applications for men to work 
turned in at the municipal lodging house 
has dwindled almost to nothing. 

The city intends to open om Jan. 1 an an- 
nex to thie lodging house big enough to ac- 
commodate, in conjunction with the old 
bullding, 1,000 men @ night. This will help 


im part to solve the problem that the police: 


now are forced to take in hand. The munici- 
pal lodging house closes its doore at 10 
o'clock, and it is the men thrown out of the 
saloons and barrel houses” after this hour 
that the police have to take care of in that 


district. 


Health Regulations Ignored. 

The lodging houses of West Madison and 
State streets are breaking all the city regu- 
lations in regard to breathing space for 
lodgers. The city authorities are inclined to 
be lenient because the situation is acute, and 
gome place must be provided for the men 
able to pay the small price demanded by 
these lodging houses. The men are sleeping 
in hallways or in rooms containing three or 
four 
Soke be bridewell is filled to overcrowding. 
Reports from men who have been turned 
out of this prison to make room for crim- 
inals of a harder class are that the prisoners 
are sleeping two in a cell. The almshouse 
and other institutions at Dunning also are 
crowded. ; 

At Hogan's Flop.“ in Meridian alley, 
where the lowest of the tramps and hobos 

and unemployed go, the conditions are the 
most crowded in ten years. The doors are 
closed early because all the bunks are filled. 


Saloons and Missions Crowded. 

„% Wa have to crowd them because they 
must have some place to sleep,” said “E4" 
Hogan, the manager of the “flop.” The 
trouble is that the railroads all yet the 


country have been laying off men and ship- 
ping.them into Chicago free. 

Some had clearing house checks on other 
cities when they came in. The barrel house 
men took the checks and gave them about 
half what they called for. Now the men are 
* broke.’ 
and save up enough money to keep them the 
rest of the winter, but now don't know 
what they will do. When we take them off 
the street we lessen the chance of crime, for 
the men may be driven into it if something 
does not happen. 

“I have sent five to the almshouse this 
week, and one man died in the doorway. 
That is a pretty bad record for one week, for 
we usually manage to take care of the men 
whether they have money or not.“ * 

Along Labor Row on Canal street the 
index to the situation is seen plainly. Yes- 
terday afternoon there were only two posi- 
tions offered to the men whoapplied. These 
are a coal mining job and winter work in 
the south on the Big Four railroad. In 
ordinary times the bulletin boards are plas- 
tered with railroad, farm, and construction 
jobs in all parts of the country, and the men 
pick their locations and get free passes. 

Shipped In by Railroads. 

The saloons along this row are crowded 
to the doors with groups of idle men. The 
missions, such as the Olive Branch, the City 
Mission, the West Side Rescue mission, and 
the quarters of the Salvation army and the 
Volunteers of America, are taking care of 
many of these men. The floors of some of the 
missions are given over after the meetings 


to the sleepers. 


100,000 IDLE IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—* I notice 
this morning a statement that there now are 
in New York 80,000 homeless and unemployed 
men,” said John Long, who is in charge of 
the bread line at the Bowery mission, 50 
Bowery, the most famous bread line in the 
world. I think that a too modest state- 
ment. I think the number is 100,000 or over.” 

Thirty thousand is the estimate given by 
Charities Commissioner Robert W. Hebbard, 
who admitted it was a conservative estimate. 
Mr. Hebbard with the other men connected 
with the organization having to do with car- 
ing for homeléss men in New York has start- 
ed a campaign to keep away from this city 
any more men out of work or without money. 

At a conference of those men in the United 
Charities building Thursday afternoon one 
speaker made the statement that the oondi- 
tion of homeless and unemployed men in New 
York has not been so pressing since the 
souphouse year of 1898. * 

“Every night now we have to turn away 
from 800 to 500 men, said Mr. Long. We 
always have had bread for 1,000, but we 
never had to turn anybody away before. 
Many times during the worst months last 


| winter we did not feed more than 600 to 800 


men in a night. Now we always feed 1,000. It 
is hard to have to turn away several hundred 
hungry men who have waited in line a long 
time, confident of getting something when 
their turn comes.” 

The National hotel, 108 Bowery, which hase 
144 10 cent beds, turns away applications 
every night. The Palma house, which accom- 
modates 198 lodgers, is turning away more 
and more every night. The Squirrel inn read- 
ing ‘room on the Bowery, which ordinarily 
has 200 men in it, now has double that num- 


ber.

DR. NOTMAN QUITS THEPULPIT 


Minister Resigns Pastorate of 
Fourth Presbyterian Church. 


ILL HEALTH IS MAIN REASON 


Surprise to Congregation. 


The Rev. William Robson Notman, for nine 
years pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church, Rush and Superior streets, Nas re- 
signed his pulpit. The resignation has been 
accepted by the trustees of the church after 
many secret meetings, in which the members 
of the board pleaded with their minister not 
to go. The announcement of the resignation 
and of Dr. Notman’s future plans will * 
made from the pulpit this morning. 

The clergyman’s act will come as a com- 
plete surprise to the members of his congre- 
gation, which comprises some of the wealth- 
lest families in Chicago. Not a word has 
been allowed to percolate from the trustees’ 
meetings. The kindliest feeling of sympathy 
always has existed between the minister and 
his congregation. 

While ill health is said to be the chief 
cause of Dr. Notman’s move, there are 
other reasons which the minister would not 
divulge. He was surprised, he said, that any 
knowledge of his action had leaked out, and 
in view of the fact that his congregation had 
not been apprised of his plans, he would not 
make any full explanation until after he had 
spoken in the pulpit this morning. 


Professor in Colorado University. 

Dr. Notman is one of the best known of the 
Scotch ministere in America. Previous to 
coming to Chicago he was professor of ethics 
in the State University of Colorado and be- 
fore that pastor of the Old &cot’s church in 
the Bermuda islands. It was while in Ber- 
muda that Dr. Notman’s health broke down 
and he was compelled to go to Colorado. 
Four years ago Dr. Notman was elected pres- 
ident of the Presbyterian Social union in 
Chicago, an office which he still holds. 

He is 45 years old. He was born in Scotland 
and educated in the public schools and inthe 
University of Edinburg. He was graduated 
from that inetitution in 1885. Directly after 
his graduation he entered New College The- 
ological school, in which he spent four years. 

Three months before his graduation from 
the theological school Dr. Notman received 
a cal to Bermuda. The institution there was 
founded in 1612. Its pastor before Dr. Not- 
man accepted the call was Dr. Francis L. 
Patton, who afterward became president of 
Princeton university. 


_ Married in Bermuda. 

It was in the island of Bermuda that the 
young minister met his wife. She was Miss 
Mary Frith, daughter of Alexander Frith, a 
member of the Bermudan colonial parila- 
ment and a relative of Dr. Patton. Dr. Not- 
man’s first charge in Colorado was a church 
in Georgetown. Later he went to the First 
church of Boulder. In January, 1890, he was 
called to the Chicago field.

Sixty in Terrified Flight as Nor- 
wegian Home Burns.

Delay in Starting Fight on Flames in 
Irving Park Institution. 


Sixty terrified children stampeded for 
safety yesterday afternoon while fire engines 
struggied through muddy roads in an effort 
to reach the Norwegian Children’s home, 
through the upper floors of which the flames 
were racing. Through the efforts of nurses 
and neighbors all were saved. 

The building, a three story frame structure, 
is at North Fifty-eighth avenue and West 
Irving Park boulevard, remote from any fire 
station. The nearest truck company isa mile 
and a half away and the nearest engine com- 
mage at 2763 North Forty-sixth court and 

North Forty-second court. Before these 
could reach the scene the fire had gained 
great headway. 

Neighboring Houses on Fire. 

Even after they arrived difficulty in get- 
ting water from the hydrants hampered the 
fire fighters in preventing the spread of the 
flames. Fires started in several ho south 
of the home, but all were extinguished. In 
spite of the delay the firemen were able to 
confine the flames to the upper floors. 

Before the firemen arrived all the fright- 
ened children had been taken from the build- 
ing. Neighbors rushed to the assistance of 
the nurses and guided the boys and girls to 
the exits. The chief danger was from the 
smoke, wich, filling the halls, confused the 
children. Sister Caroline Williame, the ma- 
tron! directed the work of rescue. The Rev. 
C. K. Solberg, the president of the institu- 
tion, was lying ill at his home, 398 Potomac 
avenue, 

A score of the younger children were car- 
ried out by Miss Anne Anderson, Miss Kate 
Knudson, and Miss Delia Peterson, nurses in 
the institution. Fred Lindquist, 19 years 
old, and his brother, Erie, aged 18, who live 
at 2247 West Dakin street, also carr out 
some of the children. 

Lieut. Samuel Collins and several other 
policemen of the Irving park station arrived 
too late to carry out any children, so they 
carried out a piano.

SALES OF STUMPS AND SOD. 
AN AID TO DRAINAGE BOARD. 
Report of Real Estate Department 


of Sanitary District Shows Profit of 
$53,000 for the Year. 


‘The annual report of the real estate de- 
partment of the sanitary district drainage 


yesterday, shows that $53,817.28 has been 
placed to the credit of the board for the 
general public, more than what was earned 
by the department during the year 1806. 

“There is no public charge that offers 
more tempting desires for graft’ than in the 
real estate department of the board,” re- 
marked Mr. King in delivering his report, 
but the Income from these now all goes to 
the public.

POLITICAL MOVES DENIED. 


No Big Salary for a Secretary if One Is 
Appointed Later. 


Myron H. West, now assistant superintend- 
ent of Lincoln park, probably will be promot- 
ed to the-position of superintendent. made 
vacant by the death of Reuben H. Warder. 
As to whether he will assume the duties of 
secretary also, which Mr. Warder filled, there 
is some doubt. 

President Francis T. Simmons of the Lin- 
coln park board, denied with some indigna- 
tion last night a report that there was a 
political movement on foot for the separation 
of the two positions and the appointment of 
@ secretary who would be credited to the 


the leader, or else save the appointment for 
some friend of James Pease in the wards 
further north. 


Calls West the Logical Man. 

“There hasn't been a word said about the 
appointment of Mr. Warder’s successor,” 
said Mr. Simmons, except that Mr. West is 
the logical man for the position and most of 
the board are in favor of him. He ts capable 
and his appointment would be in line with the 
principles of civil service. 

The story that there may be a factional 
fight over the appointment is mischievous. 
Lincoln park of late years has been kept out 
of politics and both sides—if there are two 
wides—are favorable to that policy. It has 
not been intimated to me from any sourcd 
whatever that Mr. Busse, or Mr. Pease. was 
desirous of the appointment of secretary for 
one of their friends. Personally, I don’t 
know any more about politics than a cat. and 
I took the appointment of commissioner on 
the distinct understanding that I would not 
be asked to do anything except administer 
the affairs of the park in the best and most 
economical manner.” 

As to a question of the resignation of Mr. 
Simmons being offered upon grounds of 
political interference, he specially denies 
having offered it. as there has been no polit- 
ical interference from any source, Lincoln 
park having been spared any embarrassment 
from politics. 


Work of Trouble Makers. 

The only trouble makers . I know anything 
about,” said Mr. Simmons, are the persons 
who ‘stuffed’ the reporter who wrote the 
article in an evening paper. But their capac- 
ity for trouble making is as small as their 
regard for the truth and their knowledge of 
the actual situation.” 

If the positions of secretary and superin- 
tendent are separated, the chances are the 
park board will give the secretaryship to 
some bookkeeper on a small salary. As Mr. 
Simmons explained it, about all the secre- 
tary ever does is occasionally to affix the seal 
or sign an order.

Warder, who took the position at a salary of 
$5,000 a year, to combine the duties of the two 
positions. Mr. West now receives $2,500 a 
year, but there is nothing certain about what 
he will be paid as superintendent.

Mrs. Ruth E. Laughlin, the woman he had 
placed in charge of Miss Nolan, and A. F. 
Kelley, a broker, and an accomplice, the po- 
lice believe, of the other two. 

Brown, who is &% years old, Kelley, and 
Mrs, Laughlin are in jail at the Englewood 
police station. ‘Khey were held there by 
Judge Petit on the charge of a criminal con- 
spiracy to depri Miss Nolan of her prop- 
erty. Judge Petit administered a severe re- 
duke to the aged attorney for the manner in 
which he had conducted his client's interests. 

The chief evidence of a conspiracy, in 
which the trio would have profited, was a 
warranty deed that Miss Nolan had signed 
Dec. 14 conveying all her property to the 
Laughlin woman. An attempt was made 
to explain the purchase of laudanum for 
Miss Nolan by Mrs. Laughlin. The explana- 
tion did not satisfy the police. 


Miss Nolan Tells Her Story. 

Miss Nolan was propped up in bed at the 

St. Bernard hospital, weak, but able to 
tell a fairly. connected story, when Capt. 
Storen interviewed her in the afternoon. The 
captain was accompanied by Detective J. 
W. Cavanaugh, who swore out the conspira- 
cy warrants, and three friends of Miss No- 
lan, whom she recognized. 
„„Miss Nolan,“ said the captain, did you 
on Dec. 14 sign a contract and a deed con- 
veying your property to this Laughlin 
woman?’ 

I never signed any paper for her or any 
of them,“ replied Miss Nolan earnestly. “If 
I did I did not know what I was about, but 
I am sure I did not. I am too good apus!i- 
ness woman for that.“ 

The warranty deed conveying the real es- 
tate, valued at around $10,000, bears Miss 
Nolan’s signature in two places, although 
the handwriting is sprawling and scareely 
legible. It shows the quavering handwrit- 
ing of an aged person who might have been 
under the influence of liquor. 

“That man Brown is no good,” Miss No- 
lan continued. He robbed mie of 8250.“ 

The police officer attempted to draw her 
out further on this transaction, but her mind 
wandered slightly. 


Forced to Leave Home. 

“I was kidnaped from my home and taken 
to a bad house on the north side, she said, 
returning to coherency. I did not want to 
go, but they [Mrs. Laughlin and Kelley] 
made me. They would not give me anything 
to eat. They kept giving me whisky and 
making a fool of me.’ 

Mrs. Hattie Stehrs, one of the friends of 
Miss Nolan, who was present, gave the police 
deeds to the woman's property which she had 
removed to her house for safe keeping. 

Whatever the outcome of the present 
case, said Capt. Storen, this woman will 
be kept from Brown and his associates. Next 
week steps will be taken for the appointment 
of a conservator to look after her.“ 

It was said at the hospital that the woman 
might recover. She displayed coneiderable 
improvement yesterday. 


Asks Immediate Trial. 

‘Brown and the other defendants were 
represented by Attorney J. W. Sutton when 
they appeared before Judge Petit in the 
morning. Sutton pleaded for an immediate 
trial. He asserted Miss Nolan had been an 
excessive drinker for nine years, and was

The anxiety 
of the defendants to obtain the deed to her 
property by the contract showed bad faith 
at least. The duty of Brown was to protect 
Miss Nolan’s property. 

“It was not his duty as an attorney to get 
her to sign her property away. No one has 
yet attempted to explain the defendant Kel- 
ley’s presence in Miss Nolan's home. From 
the testimony of the witnesses for the de- 
fense I should feel justified should the state 
prove its charges in holding these three de- 
fendants to the Criminal court.”

preme court. He has not decided as yet 
whether this appeal will be in the form dt a 
writ of error from the state courts or for a 
review of the decision of Judge Landis, 
Judge Landis reviewed the legal points in 
volved in McReynolds’ petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus at considerable length. He 
dwelt particularly on the plea that the con. 
stitutional rights of the prisoner had been 
invaded by the evidence used in the trial 
and that he was unable to pay the costs of 
an appeal to the United States 
court, and that unless the writ was issued 
the prisoner would have served all, or nearly 
all, of his sentence before he could have the 
benefit of the review by the highest court ip 
the country. 


Decision of Judge Landis. 

“ As the Federal Supreme court has more 
than once indicated,” said Judge Landis, 
“in the exercise of discretionary power the 
writ of habeas corpus will be awarded only 
in cases of ‘peculiar urgency.’ It will be 
observed that the case presented by the pe- 
titioner is not one of peculiar urgency. 

It is well to recall that the writ of habeas 
corpus was not originally intended to apply 
to such case as is here presented. Its fune 
tion is not to review, as by writ of error, the 
proceedings in another court of competent 
jurisdiction. The writ came into being to 
relieve persons illegally restrained of their 
liberty by arbitrary authority, and for whom 
the law afforded no other adequate remedy. 
That the Criminal court has jurisdiction is. 
conceded, and the prayer of the petition is 
denied.” ö 

McReynolds was convicted of removing 
grain from elevators without the consent of 
the holders of the warehouse receipts, and 
his conviction on appeal to the Illinois gu- 
preme court was affirmed.

TEN MILLION ERRORS MADE 
IN MAIL MATTER ADDRESSES. 


Blunders by Depositor of One Out of 
Every 134 Pieces Handled in the 
Chicago Postofiice. 


Nearly 10,000,000 errors were made this 
year by persons sending mail matter handled 
by the Chicago postoffice. According to the 
report of F. H. Galbraith, superintendent of 


mails, the exact number of mistakes in ad- 
dressing mail matter was 9,869,975, an aver- 
age of one error for every 134 pieces of mail 
handled. 

Approximately 139,000,000 pounds of mail 
matter were handled during the year, an in- 
crease over 1906 of something like 11,000,000, 
or more than 8 per cent. The letter mails 
during the holidays were 13 per cent heavier 
than last year. 

The total reeeipts of the postoffice this year 
are $14,585,582, an increase of 8.8 per cent 
over the receipts of last year.

“Pneumonia Deaths Increase. 

During the last week 103 deaths from 
pneumonia were reported, as against 101 the 
previous wee In the two previous weeks, 
however, the deaths from pneumonia had 
been few enough to bring the average weekly 
deaths for the month well below 100, which 

an unusually low number for December. 
Examination at the city laboratory of 
pneumonia and tuberculosis cultures usu- 
ally reveal the germs of influenza, but no 
report of the discovery of such germs has 
yet been made. 

In the east there appears to be a genuine 
epidemic of influenza: In this city two jurors 
of the Walsh trial are now ill with the grippe, 
and one is threatened with pneumonia. 


PITTSBURG EPIDEMIC SERIOUS. 
Pittsburg, Pa., e. 28.—The worst epi- 
demic of sickness since 1889 is being experi- 
enced in Pittsburg. Physicians say that 
thousands of persons are prostrated by pneu- 
monia, typhoid fever, and especially the 
grip.

“NO NEW CABINET OFFICERS,”

New York, Dec. 28.—President Roosevelt is 
opposed to a national department of health 
under the direction of a new cabinet officer. 
In a letter to Prof. Fisher, chairman of the 
‘committee of one hundred on national health 
appointed some time ago; the president says:

Fire Hundred Learned Men 
Listen to Talks on“ Booty 
and Beauty.“ 


SEX SCARCITY: Ax ISSUE. 


Rate Laws, Polities, History, and 
Eeonomies Among Subjects 
Considered. 


. Madison, Wis., Dec. 28,—[{Special.]—A 
large influx of students came from all parts 
of the United States today to attend the an- 
nual meetings of eight. learned associations 
now being held here. All the large universi- 
tles and many colleges of the country are 
represented. Five hundred delegates will be 
the guests of the Wisconsin university at 
luncheon tomorrow roon, and at dinner to- 
morrow night. 

The featufe of today’s proceedings was an 
address by Prof. E. A. Ross, Wisconsin uni- 
versity sociologist, before the American 
Sociological society on the Basis of Social 
Conflict.“ 

Booty and Beauty.“ said Prof. Ross, 
were the spurs which for centuries have 
pricked men on to conflict. Sex scarcity isa 
greater incentive to combat than economic 
scarcity. 

“Giving man permanent hold of woman,” 
said Prof. Ross, .‘‘ prompts him to jealousy 
and creates the feeling that he wants to keep 


woman all to himself. The cause of the per- 


sonal: combats that used to wind up every 
dance on the frontier is the egotistic motive 
—in essence, jealousy.“ 

Prof: Thomas N. Carver of Harvard uni- 
versity and Prof. A. B. Wolfe, Oberlin uni- 
versity, also made addresses and a dozen 
other students of sociology took part in the 
discussion following. 


Discuss Rates on Railways. 


The American Economic association dis- 
cussed ‘ Agricultural Economies and the 
Basis of Reasonable Railway Rates.“ 

In speaking on the latter subject Prof. Har- 
rison 8. Smalley, Michigan university, de- 
clared it was practicaily impossible to secure 
absolute justice in railway rates, and that 
the only thing that could be done wag to dis- 
tribute charges as evenlygas possible in jus- 
tice detween the shippers and the roads. 

The speaker rapped the federal courts for 
granting injunctions to restrain rates fixed 
by state commissions, and declared that the 
courts ‘‘actually make corporate interests 
the controlling consideration in every rall- 
road rate case.“ He declared that public 
control of railroads never would succeed in 
maintaining reasonable rates until the prin- 
ciples governing the relation the public 
and the railroads in rate making could be 
incorporated in the federal constitution. 

Profs. B. H. Meyer and Halford Erickson, 
members of the Wisconsin railroad com- 
mission, explained the methods followed by 
their commission in determining the rea- 
sonableness of rates. 


Many Eminent Speakers. 

The American Historical association divid- 
ed into sectlons and listened to papers and 
discusstons, on the Relation of Geography 
and Histgry,” Problems of State and 
Local Historical Societies,’’ and European 
History.“

In discussing Primary Elections and the 
Electorate ” Prof. J. W. Garner of the Illi- 
nois university said that of all the munici- 
palities of the country Chicago has had per- 
haps the most satisfactory experience with 
the referendum and the results there have 
been such as to encourage the belief that di- 
rect legislation, within certain limits, is 
practical under modern urban condition.

Civil Service Employes to Be | 
Estopped from Using Pull 
with the Council. — 


MERIT BOARD'S NEW RULE 


By Agreement with the Finance 
Committee It Will Discharge 
All Offenders. 


Arbitrary increases of salary secured by 
city civfl service employés through political 
influence with the council are to become 
a thing of the past under the administra- 
tion of Mayor Busse. Employés in the fu- 
ture who attempt to obtain such advances 
from the aldermen will be subject to dis- 
charge from the service. 

This line of policy is the result of an agree- 
ment between the city council's finance com- 
mittee and the civil service commission. 
The committee is now at work on the distri- 
bution of appropriations among the munici- 
pal departments and is confronted with the 
usual demands for increases of pay made by 
various classes of employés. But under the 
decision reached there will be no further 
increases until the merit board completes 
the task of regrading the classified service. 

When Civil Service Commissioners Lower, 
Carter, and McKinley took office six months 
ago they found the service {n an extremely 
chaotic condition. The classification of em- 
ployés into ten grades had been set abso- 
lutely at naught by the arbitrary legislation 
of the counci! under the Harrison and Dunne 
administrations. Employés had been ad- 
vanced out of teeir grades without reference 
to the merit rules. For instance, employés 
who stood in the fourth grade on the civil 
service records were voted the salaries of 
the sixth grade by the couneil. 

How Pull Disorganizes Service. 

Any amployé who could command suffi- 
cient political pull could get his salary raised 
out of his grade, and so smoothly did the 
machinery work that it was done without 
the protest of the merit commission. The 
result was that the new commission found 
it impossible in many instances to make the 
proper promotions of employés. When a 
promotionai examination for fourth grade 
clerkg was announced in one department it 
was found that all the fourth grade clerks 
had been placed'in some higher grade by the 
council, <All were in different grades and 
drawing different salaries. The examina- 
tion had to be canceled and an original test 
held. 

All through the service the greatest in- 
equalities were discovered. A mason in- 
spector in the sewer department draws $125 
a month, while a mason inepector in the 
engineer's department draws $150. Both do 
the same Pork. 

The merit board already has started to 
regrade the service, a work that will re- 
quire several months for its completion, 
Salaries are to be adjusted all through the 
list. One propose! is that experts be em- 
ployed to study the work of each class of 
employés and recommend estimates of the 
proper salaries. 

The commission has gone so far in its 
efforts to prevent further disarrangement 
of the service thet it has announced it will 
honor no salary increases given civil service 
employés by the councilinthefuture. This 
will be a sufficient bar to the continuation of 
the evil, inasmuch as the’ controller will 
recognize no pay check not approved by the 
merit board. 

Im order to make the new policy effective, 
the board will adopt a new rule making 
activity in soliciting a salary advance from 
members of the council a sufficient cause for 
the discharge of a classified employé from 
the service. This is the rule in the federal 
civil service. 

Police Officers Take Examinations 

The physical examination of lieutenants 
in fhe police department, seeking positions 
as captains, was concluded by the civil serv- 
ice commission in the morning and the men- 
tal test will be given some time next week. 
Elton Lower, president of the commission, 
said that immediately after New Year's the 
medical and physical test of captains desir- 
ing to take the examination for inspectors 
will be held. Up to date eight captains have 
applied to take the examination. They are 
P. J. Hardin, J. M. Haines, S. K. Healy, W. 
P. Clancy, P. D. O’Brien. J. Storen J. Kand- 
zia, and C. C. Dorman. 

Cost of Polk Street Bridge. 

Explanation for the use of the Strauss 
Bridge company’s design for the Polk street 
bridge was given by City Bridge Engineer 
Thomas Pihlfeldt in the morning. 

We found,” he said, that the style of 
bridge built by the city would cost $180,620, 
while the bridge cou!d be built by the Strauss 
company at a total cost of $177,315, which in- 
cludes the royalty of $14,000 and a payment 
of $6,000 for the plans and supervision of the 
bridge.“ . : 

Further, the city’s design required the 
tracks of the Chicago Great Western rail- 
road to be moved several feet and the com- 
pany threatened injunction proceedings. 

Want Sewers in Streeterville. 

Plans for the improvement of the territory 
which Capt. Streeter named the District of 
Lake Michigan were laid before the board of 
local improvements by a delegation consist- 
ing of Ogden McClurg, E. J. Bowes, and Ald, 
Taylor. A number of factories are to be 
bullt there and the property owners want 
sewers, gas and water mains, and a street 
opened east of St. Clair street, between In- 
diana street and Chicago avenue. In spread- 
ing the special assessment for the improve- 
ments. it is likely that the question of the 
disputed title to this land will be settled 
definitely in the courts. The board took the 
plans under advisement?

Experience shows that most presidents, 
when they firet come into office, represent 
some dominant idea, which the people have 
a right to expect shall be fulfilled within a 
short time. 

McKinley was elected orginally because of 
his tariff ideas aside from his views on the 
silver question. It was necessary for him to 
call congress in special session to pase a 
tarif law. 

President Roosevelt was obliged to resort 
to a special session, which accomplished 
nothing, because it wae so pear the date of 
the regular meeting. 

Would Save Nation’s Cash. 

It is more than probable that it would be 
money in the pockets of the taxpayers, and 
their wishes would surely be interpreted 
more correctly, if congress were to begin its 
sessions on the fourth day of March, at the 
same time with the inauguration of the new 
president. 

The executive and legislattve functions 
would then be exercised at the same time. A 
comparatively short seasion of congress 
would be sufficient to perfect the complete 
organization of all committees, to distribute 
the work, to pass emergency appropriation 
bills, which are always desired at such a 
time, and to set the legisiative mill to grind- 


K. 

It would he possible to propose important 
measures in congress, and get them before 
the people in that way. Then the members 
eould go to their homes for the summer va- 
tion, talk things over with their constit- 
vents, and come back in November, or even 
in December, ready for actual work. 

The result would be an adjournment the 
following spring, instead of a long drawn 
session of congress running into the dog days, 
as is now frequently the case. 


Glaring Defects in System. 


There are two manifest defects in the sys- 
tem of co ional sessions which could 
easily be corrected. In the first place, con- 
grese is far from being immediatoly respons- 
ive to the will of the people, because the 
regular session does not come for thirteen 
months after. election. 

In the second place, the date fixed, in ab- 
sence of any other law, on the first Monday 


l of December, is, by far, too near to the 


Christmas holidays. If congress were to 
meet on the first Monday in November it 
would give two or three weeks for organiza- 
tlon, and then there would be a full month of 
hard work: before dispersal for the holidays. 
It is a wonder that members of congress, 
who are themselves the greatest sufferers 
from this extraordinary syatem, should not 
be the first to see the necessity for its cor- 
rection. Many a new congressman loses 
caste because he does not begin operations 
for so long a time after his eleetion that 
the people forget about him, and before he 
has time to make any reputation at all in 
congress he has to fight for a renomination. 
Some day an energetic party leader will 
pass such a law, and then everybody will 
wonder why they submitted for sq long a 
ume to an electoral and legislative incon- 
y which has fastened itself upon our 


congressional system.

| INQUISITION NEARS END, 


Believed Report Will Say Econ- 
omy Lease Was Won While 
Commission _—— 


A reorganization of the Illinois oh Michi- 
gan canal board is to be recomine by 
the legislative investigating committee, 
which will complete its inquiry Tuesday and 
which then will depart for the home of Rep- | 
resentative John L. Flannigan in East St. 
Louis, where a “house party” will be 
“had” and where the report will be writ- 
ten. 

The two democratic members of the com- 
mittee of five, Dennis J. Egan and Camp- 
bell Hearn, insist the report shall recom- 
mend the discharge of Commissioners Will- 
lam Sackett and Clarence E. Snively. 

The republican members, Mr. Flann 
chairman, and Chester W. Church and Will- 
fam W. Gillespie, may be counted on to save 
the commissioners from such a recommen-. 
dation, and as a compromise it is expected 
the report will set forth that the new water- 
way undertakings of the state make it ad- 
visable that all the water interests be under 
the general control of one board. 

This would include the control of water 
power properties in all thestreams and prob- 
ably the ultimate direction of the ship canal 
building, from Lockport to Utica, if the 
people of the state authorize the issuance 
of $20,000,000 in bonds for this purpose. 

Such a recommendation will let the pres- . 
ent canal commissioners down easy and at 


the same time will indicate the belief of the 


investigators that everything is not what 
it ought to be. 


Democrats Disappointed. 


The commissioners themselves. will be de- 
Scribed as victims of a lack of foresight. 


The two democratic members are keenly 


disappointed that they ‘have been unable to 
put Gov. Deneen and former Gov. Richard 
Yates on the witness stand to secure from 
them admissions. they, too, were victims of 
the same lack of foresight. 

Gov. Deneen, according to the testimony 
of the two commissioners, was advised as 
to the contracts between the canal board 
and the water power promoters early last 
winter. The two democrats have been anx- 
ious to have him.explain why no action was 
taken toward the cancellation of the leases 
until after the legislature had met m ad- 
journed session Oct. 8 to consider the deep 
waterway project. 

Republican members of the committee na ve 
decided no particular good purpose would be 
served by having either, the present or the 
late governor on the stand and consequent- 
ly the democratic desire is not likely to be 
gratified. 

About the only purpose the investigation 
bas served has been to prepare evidence for 
use in the suits which the state will bring 
tomorrow against the Economy Light and 
Power company seeking an injunction to re- 
strain the power company from construct- 
ing its dam at Dresden Heights. 


Attack Company’s Claims. 


The alleged rights of the company will be 
attacked in several particulars. It will be 
contended the léases and contracts are void 
because of the insufficiency of the considera- 
tion given for the rights granted by the 
canal board. It will be-set forth the canal 
commissioners exceeded their authority not 
only by attempting to grant perpetual rights 


“but by attempting to make contracts cov- 


ering property over which they had no juris- 
diction, one such provision being that which 
gave the company the right to dam the Des- 
plaines river and another being the provision 
allowing the company to deflect the waters of 
the Kankakee river into the Desplainées and 
of the Desplaines into the Kankakee. 

These and other issues will be raised in 
addition to the contention that the Dee- 
plaines river is a navigable stream and that 
no obstructionge can be placed in its course. 
The bill will be filed in the Circuit court of 
Grundy county at Morris. ~

‘The last concert in 
their series was made notable by the final ap- 
pearance of Alwin Schroeder, the eminent 
cellist of the organization, who has left the 
United States to become a resident of Frank- 
fort-om-the-Main. The Chicago String quar- 
tet continued its activity, but is of necessity 
limited in its influence, owing to the conce 
being given under fashionable and exclusive 
patronage Saturday mornings in the foyer of 
Orchestra hall. Hugo Heermann has formed 
a quartet and although only two programs 
have been played thus far in the first series . 
the work done in the last one showed that the 
material is satisfactory, and that only fur- 
ther practice and routine are needed to bring 
proficiency.

Of visiting orchestral organisations we had 
the Boston Symphony orchestra, which after 
many years of avoidance of Chicago came 
last January to the Auditorium and by the 
splendid quality of the performance roused 
the public to a high pitch of merited enthusi- 
asm. Walter Damrosch and his New York 
Symphony orchestra also have been heard, 
and with satisfaction and pleasure. 

Of grand opera there was one week by Mr. 
Conried’s costly organization. It was made 
interesting by the first appearances here of 
Miss Farrar, who as Mme. Butterfly in the 
Puccini opera charmed, and as Elisabeth 
in Tannhäuser compelled unqualified re- 
spect and admiration fer the beauty of her 
vocal work and the exceptional histrionic 
Skill and intelligence shown. A perform- 
ance of Tristan and Isolde,” which was 
the most artistic and satisfying ever given 
in Chicago—Mme. Gadski, Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, Mr. Burgstaller, and Mr. Van Rooy 
being in the cast—added a feature of great 
musical import to the week. The revival 
of L’Africaine was of little interest save 
that it gave Mme. Fremstad a chance to do 
some excellent work and, of course, displayed 
Sig. Caruso at his tenorial best.

In Illinois Miss Adams, who had been 
brought in by the syndicate managers in 
the expectation that she would cut down the 
Warfield attendance (the Belasco star being 
still a thorn in the flesh of the trust), con- 
tinued for five weeks, and so far as one could 
judge neither attraction interfered with the 
other. Both did all the business possible, 
considering the seating capacity of their re- 
spective theaters, and so impressive was the 
effect upon the amusement ”’ column in the 
family account book that for several weeks 
thereafter there was a sharp slump in the at- 
tendance at all playhouses.

There were events, however, of a distinctly 
local character. The New theater move- 
ment, for instance, turned up its artistic tocs 
and went to sleep with the daisies. It had 
been opened w commendable enthusiasm 
in November of the pervious year. 
The New theater was an endowed 
theater. Back of ‘it stood several of 
the most earnest devotees of the drama as an 
art in Chicago. They had been witness to the 
success, usually at special matinées, of plays 
that were, indeed, “ caviare to the general.“ 
arid they honestly believed there was in Chi- 
cago a drama loving public that would sup- 
port a répertoire of these plays. 
But, alas, for a misplaced confidence. 


It 
. worked as complete havoc in this cage ag it 


has in thousands of others extending down 
the centuries. The New theater, all dressed 
up in rose colored fittings, opened with a 
full house and with what is familiarly known 
as great éclat: But almost immediately 
thereafter the 6clat faded from the atmos- 
phere, and the first weeks of the new year 
saw the end. Society had failed to make good 
its promise; the special public had been found 
both absent and unaccounted for; the stock 
company engaged had failed to build up a 
following; there had been dissension among 
the directors concerning the choice of plays, 
and, in a word, the whole movement was dis- 
covered to be ill advised and profitiess. The 
theater was then devoted to musical farce 
and has been a popular success ever since. 
— 

But if the year was witness to the death of 
the first endowed theater movement in 
America, it also has the honor of pointing 
to the inauguration of a similar movement 
that promises to attain at least a fair success. 
We refer to the Donald Robertson players. 

Robertson played here a couple of seasons 
ago with Mary Shaw in “ Hedda Gabler.” 
His grasp of the complexities of the Nor- 
wegian author's men was commented upon 
favorably, and he determined to stay. In 
the course of time he became interested with 
the Woman's cluh in a plan to establish in 
Chicago a people’s theater, a subscription 
playhouse, in which the highest aime of the 
drama would be subserved, and which would 
be freed at once from the taint of commer- 
cialism and the curse of the long run, the 
pampered star, and other evils to which the 
established theater is heir. 

The Woman's club was proceeding mod- 

estly and quietly with its plan, which had 
already been reported upon favorably by 
the several committees to which it had been 
referred, when the New theater movement 
‘was: inaugurated. Thereupon the women, 
convinced that some ungallapt person or per- 
sons had stolen their thunder, made a pub- 
lic statement and held their plans in abey- 
ance. 

But Robertson was not to be so easily de- 
feated. He felt that he knew what was 
wanted and last summer he put his eonvie- 
tion to the test by forming a company of 
several talented young people who were 
studying with him and engaging two or three 
seasoned players to give it balance. Then 
he gave a series of unusual plays in the the- 
ater at Ravinia park. The attendance on 
several occasions was large and the attitude 
of the audiences plainly indicated that Mr. 
Robertson did know what a particular pub- 
lic enjoyed. 

After Ravinta park closed the company 
was brought downtown and a series of spe- 
eial matinées was given in the Garrick the- 
ater. The attendance was fair for a time, 
but as the répertoire. which was made up of 
“The Miser,” by Moliére: * The Triumph of 
Youth,” by Pallleron; Ibsen’s “ Rosmers- 
holm,” Browning's “ Blot in the "Scutcheon,” 
etc., became familiar to those interested, 
and the competition of the established thea- 
ters began to tell, it dwindled, and the per- 
formances finally were abandoned. 

A fund of $5,000 was subscribed by those 
particularly interested, one woman giving 
$1,000 and another 8800. and arrangements 
made to continue the company, plays to be 
given on Wednesday afternoons and fatur- 
day evenings in Fine Arts Music hall for the 
next eighteen weeks. On other days in the 
week the company will play in Mandel hall at 
Chicago university; in at the 
Northwestern university, and in the theater

Perhaps the next most exciting event of the 
year was the “ vaudeville war.” Months ago 
Klaw & Erlanger announced in the east an 
intention of invading the vaudeville. feld.

In speaking of her dressing room at thr 
theater May Irwin sald one day: ~*‘ I neve 
lug a plano cover around with me or any 
thing that I don't have to.” Her dressing 
room is always the plainest of the plein an¢ 
this is the rule with many of the actresses. 

Margaret Anglin has no time for the smal 
details of decoration. She uses the plaines 
of plain kimonos and only the neceesities of 
toilet preparation arranged in perfect order 
upon her @ressing table. The outfit that 
she has to carry with her in the Great 
Divide is nearly all of the type worn by the 
western girl, so that there is not the costly 
elaboration of clothes to be taken care of. 

The original shawl worn in this play was 
a beautifully embroidered silk affair, but it 
was a real antique and tender, so that it 
finally dropped almost to pieces during the 
long run which the play hed in New York.

They have been in the business for years 
and have been eminently successful. It 
is a question whether the county centra! 
committee could have selected three men 
with a better understanding of the kind 
of primary that best meets the 
wishes of thé political powe Any 
measure they would be apt frame 
would be accepted by the bosses without 
examination. 

But the three men who are kindly ua- 

dertaking to help ont the legislature may 
not be familiar with the kind of law the 
people waat, and it is their wishes rather 
than those of the political class that 
should be ¢onsulted. This would be an 
innovation, but it would be a praisewor- 
thy one. There are more voters than there 
are politicians. The former are, in the- 
ory at least, the source“of all power and 
they should be given an opportunity t 
assert power in the manner most pleasing 
to themselves, 
The three representatives of the old 
school primaries should know that while 
the public is not much interested in the 
details of primary legislation, it insists on 
having a law which will enable it to nom- 
inate the. men it wishes to see nominated. 
Any law which recognizes fully that s- 
sential principle will be acceptable to tho 
Any law which takes from it 
even a fraction of the nominating power 
and confers it on the professional pollt ; 
ical class will be spurned by it. 

If Messrs. Pease, Andrews, and Blount 
will realize this, and if they can divest 
themselves of their natural liking for the 
style of primary they have been brought 
up in, they may be able to draft a meas- 
ure deservipg of legislative consideration. 
But if they intend to proceed on the as- 
sumption that full and complet® power to 
make nominations cannot safely be ia- 
trusted to the voters, they had better stop 
short. No bill that they might concoct 
would go down with the people. They 
would see in it merely another attempt 
of the bosses to keep the making of nom- 
inations in their own hands.

or in marble remains of his personality.

of the institute, does not open its doors to 
foreigners. 

The Academie Francaise, like the Academy 
of Inscriptions and of Belles Lettres, forms 
part of the Institute of France. The latter 
as now constituted is comiposed of five acad- 
emies. Each of them was founded at a differ- 
ent time, the oldest and the most important 
of them all, as well as that enjoying the 
greatest amount of fame, both at home and 
abroad, being the Académie Francaise. The 
second is the Académie des Inscriptions et 
Belles Lettres. The third is the Académie 
des Sciences. The fourth is the Académie 
des Beaux Arts, and the fifth is the Académie 
des Sciences Morales et Politiques. With 
the exception of the Académie Frangaise all 
the other four have foreign members, those 
of the Académie des Inecriptions et Belles 
Lettres being limited to eight. : 

The duke of Loubat is the only American 
who has eve been admitted to this particular 
academy. e painter, John S. Sargent is 
the sole 3 member of the Académie 
des Beaux Arts, while Prof. Newcomw of 
Washington, D. C., and Prof. 
Agassiz of Cambridge, Mass., belong to the 
Académie des Sciences. As far as the native 
membership is concerned it is restricted to 
forty in each academy, save that of the. 
Académie des Sciences, which has sixty- 
three members. Let me add that all the 
members of the various academies are en- 
titled to wear the same kind of uniform, 
consisting of dark green tail coat and trou- 
sers, the coat covered with embroidered palm 
leaves. With this goes a cocked hat and a 
court sword. 


The Institute of * virtually 6055 
from ‘1795, when the republican convention, 
in, deference to the pressing recomme@dations 
of Carnot, called it into existence, in orde?-to 
take the place of the Academie Frangaise, 
of the Academie des Beaux Arts, 6f the 
Academie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, 
and of the Academie des Sciences, which had 
been suppressed by the convention, in an 
edict dated April 8, 1793. 

The institute played, it may be remembered. 
an important role in connection with Na- 
poleon's Egyptian campaign, and it is to the 
members of che National institute of France 
attached to his staff that the world is in- 
debted for the opening up of that science of 
Egyptology which h&s brought within the 
range of modern study the history ef the 
Pharaoh dynasties, and of a marvelouscivil- 
ization that until then, unbeknown to us, 
was in existence many thousands of years 
before the birth of Christ. 

Napoleon was so much impressed with the 
importance of the discoveries. made on the 
danke of the Nile by the members of the 
institute among his suite, that as soon as 
ever he attained supreme power as first con- 
sul, he took upon himself to reorganize its 
constitution, the leading features of his re- 
forms being a*redivision of the body into four 
classes and the adoption of a bylaw exacting 


‘4 the approval of the head of the state by his 


sign manual to the election of the members. 
At the same time he decided that the inati- 
tute, which had until then been quartered in 
the Louvre, should gross the Seine and should 
take possession of the stately building until 
then known as the College of the Four Na- 
tions, founded by Cardinal Mazarin. 

When the prelate was on his deathbed he 
determined to enfleavor to atone in the sight 
of History for his: inconceivable greed, gross 
corruption, and shameless dishonesty by de- 
voting a portion of his colossal wealth to the 
establishment of a college where the sons 
of gentlemen of birth and breeding should 
receive an education. His idea was that the 
pupils should be recruited, not so much from 
France, but from the four nations added to 
the kingdom during his administration, in 
the expectation that the students thus edu- 
cated in Paris should afterwards return to 
the land of their-birth, and, by spreading 
there the knowledge which they had ac- 
quired on the banks of the Seine, would 
strengthen Gallic influence in the conquered 
territories and confirm upon the latter the 
hold of France. 

After the Bourbon restoration on the down- 
tall 6f Napoleon, Louis XVIII. decreed the

LONDON DEATH RATE LOWER; 
WAS ONLY 15.1 DURING 1906. 


All Contagious Diseases Decreasing in | 
Virulence—Cancer and Phthisis Are 
Becoming Worse Every Year. 


[BY casi TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] . 
LONDON, Dec. 28.—The report of the 
medical officer for the county of London, 
dealing with the health of a population of 
4.721.217 for the year 1906, shows a de- 
crease in the death rate by 30 per cent since 
the passing of the public health act of 1891. 

London's death rate in 1906 was 15.1 per 
thousand, lower than any town in England 
over 200,000, except Bristol,and Leicester, 
This rate also is lower than that of Paris, 
Petersburg, Berlin, Vienna, Rome, Copen- 
hagen, or New York. 

There is a marked difference in the various 
districts. Hampstead’s death rate was 9.4 
per thousand, Finsbury’s 20.7, the latter be- 
ing one of tne most overcrowded districts in 
London. 

London shows the lowest infant mortality 
of all towns except. Bristol,, nevertheless. 
The deaths under 1 year reach 131 per thou- 
sand births. The deadliest disease is 
diarrhea. 

There were no deaths this year from small- 
pox, there being only 51 cases, the lowest 
record except in 1899. Scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, and whooping cough are de- 
creasing in virulence. Typhus almost has 
died out, there being only four cases, of 
which none was fatal. Typhoid increased 
to 260 deaths, compared with 234 in 190%, 
the majority traceable to shellfish. Phthisis 
tncreased to 6,775 deaths, compared with 
6,622. Cancer also is increasing and was re- 
. sponsible for 4,589 deaths. 0 

A more, stringent inspection of the food 
and, milk supply and the diminution of over- 
crowding are the most needed reformations.

MORLEY, AT AGE OF SEVENTY,

Aged Statesman Only One Since Burke 
to Have Gained a “Double First” 
in Fame.

EMPEROR OPENS JAP DIET 


Urges Friendly Relations with 
Other Nations in Address. 


PEACE WITH US IS SOUGHT. 


O’Brien Confers with Minister Regarde 
ing Immigrant Problem. 


TOKIO Dec. 28.—The twenty-fourth diet 
was formally opened today by the emperor, 
who delivered the speech from the throne in 
the house of peers. The scene attending the 
opening was a brilliant «ne. The 377 mem- 
bers composing the house were clothed in full 
évening dress while the members of the 
different diplomatic corps were dressed in 
full uniforms. 

In his address the emperor laid stress on 
the increagingly cordial relations with for- 
eign powers and the important bearing 
peace in the far east of the entente cordiale 
concluded with Russia and France by Japan. 
He dwelt on the importance of the more care- 
ful deliberation of fiscal measures and said 


he expected the concurrence of the diet in 


the budget which would be presented by the 
government. 


Little Opposition Expected. 

The replies of the two houses were short 
and formal and were presented to his majesty 
at the palace, after which the presidents of 
both houses reported back to their respective 
houses the emperor's appreciation, and both 
houses adjourned for three weeks, at which 
time the business of the session will com- 
mence. 

The overwhelming majority of the govern- 
ment in the diet makes it impossible that 
there will be any extended debates, although 
there may be some on the finance and immi- 
gration questions. It is generally under- 
stood, however, that all the leaders are prac- 
tically’ agreed on the government’s policy 
looking toward the restriction of emigration. 

It is probable that a motion of lack of con- 
fidence in the cabinet will be introduced be- 
cause of the proposed increase in taxation, 
which is unpopular with the masses. The 
motion may possibly pass in view of the fact 
that this is the last session of the diet. The 
general election will occur in the spring, at 
which time a new diet will be chosen. 


Talk of Immigrant Problem. 


A discussion of the government’s program 
and method of limitation of emigration has 
commenced between. the foreign office and 
American Ambassador O’Brien. Imme- 
diately after the departure of Canadian 
Minister of Labor Lemieux, Baron Chinda, 
vicé minister of foreign affairs, drove to the 
American embassy from the station and dis- 
cussed the American proposals and sugges- 
tions offered by Ambassador O’Brien for the 
help of the Japanese government. It is 
understood the discussion was satisfactory 
to both and that a memorandum on the sub- 
ject in the shape of a reply will soon be 
forthcoming. — 

It is quite evident now the Japanese gov- 
ernment recognizes that the mistakés of ad- 
ministration on.the part of a minor official 
in the past created the present difficult 
situation and is determined that the future 
restriction of emigration wfll make com- 
plaints from the American government and 
people impossible. 

The difficulty of dealing with the possibility 
of emigrants going over the’ borders of 
Canada and Mexico is now occupying much 
attention because it is recognized that, while 
the possibility continues, dt will be impos- 
sible to prevent a recurrence of complaints.

CATCH BRITONS NAPPING. 


Some of High Prices Paid Are 
Compared with Volumes 
of Other Auctions.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—There is much - 
lation concerning the mystery of the identi- 
“ty of a wealthy collector of the early quartos 
of Shakspeare’s poems who caught the Eng- 
lish collectors napping and snapped up Earl 
Howe's wonderful collection before the an- 
nounced date under which they were to come 
under the hammer at Sotheby's. 

It is said on excellent authority that this 
latest coup which caused such a surprise to 
the world’s collectors of rare volumes was 
accomplished by one or two wealthy Ameri- 
can collectors, two mentioned in connection 


with the purchase being H. C. Folger cf the 


Standard Ol company and Marsdon J. Perry 
of Providence. It is no exaggeration to say 
that almost a score of collectors and dealers 
who had looked forward to the chance of 
bidding for these rare quartos at public sale 
have not yet recovered from the sting of dis- 
appointment, finding, when they assembled 
at Sotheby's, that the sale, deprived of its 
choleest attractions, was a real mockery. 
The greatest secrecy still is maintained as to 
the real story. 
Contest Between Americans. 

There were private offers by a number of 
aspirants to ownership of the treasures, but 
it is stated that the competition to obtain 
quartos by private treaty reso:ved itself into 
a contest between Americans several days 
before the date of sale and that the most 
alluring offers were made by agents either 
of Folger or Perry, the representatives be- 
ing Mesers. Sotheran and Jackson, both of 
whom seem to be under a pledge of secrecy 
as to the victory. 

It seems almost a certainty that Howe's 
quartos went to a third American, com- 
paratively unknown as a collector that a 
large sum of money was paid for the treas-

others. The auctidneer attempted to put the 
disappointed bidders in a good frame of 
mind, remarking that it was a mysterious 
purchaser to offer half his wool, but every- 
body seemed disconsolate. 

The first submitted was a fourth edition 
of 1611 on Hamlet,“ no copy of which, ap- 
parently, has been at auction since the $165 
specimen in the Tite sale of 1874. After a 
long duel Sotheran had the call at $2,000.

Americans Fortunate Buyers. 


The Perkins copy of the last made in 1889 
is the first of four Shakspeare folios from 
Gopsail, measuring 13x8½ inches, or eight 
inches less in width than the $18,000 Locker 
Lampson copy in the Van Antwerp sale and 
éight inches more than the $182,000 Buckley 
specimen, was welcomed as a remarkable 
survivor of the 1628 edition in its natural 
state. Edward got this for $10,100. Robson 
obtained an excelient third follo at $2,525. 

Regardless of whether either Folger or 
Perry were successful in obtaining Howe's 
quartos both have scored in London auction 
rooms, where literary treasures were offered 
during the last few years. Folger obtained 
no fewer than eight copies of the first folio, 
which ie the record number for a private 
collector. In addition to securing the Lacey 
copy of 1908 he bought the copy owned by 
the Rev. R. H. Roberts in 1903, one from 
the library of T. G. Thorpe in 1604, and two 
One is a folio that

which he paid 61. 125 in 1906. 

In addition to follo numbers 112 and 150 in 
his possession Perry always has been fairly 
successful in keeping his purchases secret, 
but among the treasures he obtained several 
years ago was a registry book of Stratford- 
on-Avon, in which visitors to Shakspeare's 
birthplace were written. The book contained 
the autographs of Charles Dickens, Scott, 
Sey Irving. 


NO OPEN DOOR IN MANCHURIA. 


Japanese Troops Guard Railway and 
China Forbidden to Extend Peking 
Line Into Mukden. 


PEKIN, Dec. 28.— The whole South Man- 
churian railway from Kwang Chengtsze to 
Dalny is held by Japanese troops, subject to 
the same military inspection as during the 
war. A division of Japanese troops is sta- 
tioned at Idaoyang. Six battalions patrol 
the railway. Armed soldiers enter every 
compartment of trains at every station. 
Women complain of their rudenese. 

The Chinese wish to continue the Peking 
main line into Mukden, where the station is 
two and a half miles distant, but the Japa- 
nege forbid this because it would cross their 
line. 

China contracted in November with a 
British firm to extend the Peking-Hsinmin- 
tun railway northwards fifty miles to Fanu- 
menn. Japan forbids the construction of the 
extension om the ground that it would com- 
pete with the South Manchurian ine, al- 
though the nearest point of extension is 
thirty-five miles south of the Manchurian 
railway. . It seeme impossible to reconcile 
thie prohibition with any rational interpre- 
tation of the open door policy.

New Year's day officially will be made much 
more of in Italy than Christmas, and the 
quirinal and the vatican will be the busiest 
of the whole year.

BLUEST OF HOLIDAY SEASONS 
FOR GERMANY’S RICH PEOPLE. 


They Blame President Roosevelt for 
the Hard Times and Call Him “a 
Patriot Suddenly Gone Mad.” 


[BY CABLE ro THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Dec. 28.—Germany’s rich had one 
of the bluest holiday seasons on record, and 
they blame Roosevelt almost universally as 
the architect of their misery. Inquiries re- 
veal that the holiday trade in jewels, plate, 
art works, antiquities, carriages, automo- 
biles, and other expensive tokens fell this 
year to the lowest point experienced in many 
seasons. 

Our trade,’’ said a Leipziger strasse mer- 
chant, whose business is confined exclusive- 
ly to the wealthy classes, “has diminished 
this winter almost to the vanishing point. 
Can't afford it,’ is the universal cry among 
people to whom the idea of econgmy ordinari- 
lv never occurs.“ When pressed for an ex- 
planation they tell us the German moneyed 
world lost such countless thousands owing 
to the general drop in values precipitated 
by Roosevelt's panic that the traditional 
generosity of yuletide this year had to be 
rigidly curtailed, 

It is an indisputable fact that Teuton capi- 
talists in reckoning up their bank accounts 
for the year just closing almost universally 
charge Roosevelt for the eruptions which 
have disturbed the world’s money markets. 
One authority whose name is well known 
states it is impossible to take any other view 
of the president’s conduct than that of a

Bank Reserves Improving. 

A friend of the Commercial National bank 
said yesterday that the bank held in cash 26 
per cent of its deposits. and in cash resources 
held 42 per cent. 

So far as can be learned the more impor- 


tant banks are gradually improving thelr 


reserve. Some of them which may have 
been lending a little more freely to their 
customers than others have not a reserve so 
high as might be desired. 

Reports from outside cities aleo show im- 
provement. and two important reserve cities 
have practically resumed currency pay- 
ments. Here and there the situation grows 
eo much better that there are indications 
of a quiet resumption of currency pay ments 
without any general understanding. It is 
expected of couree that there wil! be con- 
siderable liquidation when the situation so 
improves that debtors may be called upon to 


Like Chicago Bank Plan. 

A bank examiner employed and paid by 
the Clearing House association. with special 
authority thoroughly to investigate all as- 
sets, may be the next move in banking affairs 
in Kansas City.“ says the Kansas City Star. 
It continues: 

The clearing house being a voluntary as- 
sociation, his authority would not be regu- 
lated by state or national laws, but would 
be just what the clearing house might give 
him. 

When the Chicago National bank failed 
about two years ago the Chicago banks em- 
ployed an expert accountant. who was also 
familiar with local conditions, to act as a 
special examiner for the clearing house. His 
salary is as large as that of the president 
of the average bank, and his authority in- 
cludes looking up the credit of any borrower 
who may be unknown or seem to. be borrow- 


: ing more money than his financial standing 


would justify. If the examiner finds a bank 
ig taking too great a risk he nofifies the bank, 
and if it is not quickly remedied reports the 
matter to the clearing house. 

The Star quotes several Kansas City bank- 
ers as favoring the Chicago plan. One was 
of the opinion that the method of examinga- 
tion in Chicago was largely responsible a 
the fact that there had been no trouble here. 
D. F. Swinney. president of the First Na- 
tional bank, and J. F. Downing. president of 
the New England National bank, favor the 
Chicago plan. One of them points out that 
under the present arrangement in Kansas 
City a man might be a borrower in two or 
three banks, and each bank be lending him 
what would be safe if he borrowed nowhere 
else. But with the Chicago plan such a bor- 
rower would be reported and the banks 
warned against him. 

Chicago deserves the credit for inaugurat- 
ing a system of examination by a clearing 
house examiner. It is more thorough in 
every way than the national or state exam- 
inations, and the results are presented to 
the banks of Chicago themselves instead of 
being sent to Springfield or Washington. 


Copper Talk. 

‘Logan & Bryan have received the follow- 
ing from their Boston office: 
+ “Thomas F. Cole tells his friends that he 
believes copper will reaqh a price of 20c per 
lb in 1908, primarily as a result of the re- 
striction in production which is now taking 
place all over the country. He says that a 
12@18c market for copper has shut down 
the small properties in all sections of the 
country and that he considers it absurd for 
any large property that cannot show sub- 
stantial profits on 12c copper to deplete its 
reserves and give away its assets when by 
stopping production it can conserve its cop- 
per assets For a higher metal market. He 
takes the position that American consumers 
are so short on stocks that they are actually 
sweeping up the floors to gather the filings 
and that if consumers figure upon getting 
copper at below cost to many of the pro- 
ducers they will be much mistaken. He fig- 
ures that the shortage in copper will be so 
quickly felt when consumers get ready to 
enter the market that the price will be ad- 
vanced to 20c per Ib and that then many 
properties which are now shut down will re-

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN. Dec. 28.—One of the first visible 
evidences of the reality of Count Okuma 
advice to the Japanese nation to extend its 
economic activities beyond the orient into 
Europe is the appearance of six Japanese 
youths on Austro-Hungarian race tracks as 
jockeys.

This broadening of plans was decided on at 
a joint meeting of the contest committee 
and the board of directors held yesterday. 
The fourth of July contest will be open to the 
world and the prizes will be the most hand- 
some and valuable ever offered in a similar 
race. The shifting of the Gordon Bennett 
cup race to Germany through the winning 
of the recent St. Louts contest by a Teuton 
leaves America without a really big balioon 
event and the elub seeks to create and per- 
petuate an international contest in this coun- 
try. A representative of the club will be 
sent abroad to visit the ballooning centers 
to make sure that none of the foreigners 
have been overlooked or lack full informa- 
tion as to the importance of the great con- 
test. 

The club will arrange for quarters at one 
of the racetracks near the city, probably 
Harlem, and will equip the grounds with a 
complete gas plant and clubhouse. For the 
comest in July, although the affair will be 
gdvertised throughout the country in @ 
liberal manner and entry fees returned to 
all starters, the flight will be free to the 
public. This will be done to comply with 
the restrictions of the war department, 
which will codperate liberally with clubs 
promoting aerial contests, at which the pub- 
lic may witness the flights without paying 
for the privilege. It is assured that the war 
department will send at least two of its 
balloons and expert pilots here to defend the 
cup against the pilots of the foreign govern- 
ments. 

An important part of yesterday's meeting 
was the decision of the club to purchase two 
monster balloons for the use of the club in 
the bég race here and for entry in the big 
races in the foreign countries. One of the 
bags will have a capacity of 67,000 cubic feet 
and the other a capacity of 77,000 cubic feet. 
The latter bag will be constructed in Ger- 
many and will be along the lines of the Pom- 
mern, which won the recent St. Louis race, 
but with an increased capacity. The smailer 
bag will be made in Chicago under the direc- 
tion of Capt. Anglemire. The balloons will 
be delivered by March 15. 

It also was reported by the membership 
committee that in less than a month 140 
members had been secured. Encouraged by 
this the board of directors will appoint a 
publicity committee and issue a club organ.

KEENE STABLE SUPREME. 


Winnings During 1907 Total 
$397,000; Colin Undoubt- 
edly Is Greatest Colt. 


With no racing tn Chicago, St. Louis, Mem- 
phis, or Kansas City, followers of the sport 
of thoroughbred racing in the middle west 
hardly can be blamed for looking upon the 
Season past as a dark one in the annals of 
the sport of kings. 

As a matter of fact, however, racing in the 
metropolitan district was maintained on the 
Same successful plane it long has enjoyed, 
and in a few other parts of the country and 
Canada it prospered. That in general it was 
\not up to the standard of a few years ago, 
however, is manifested by the low prices 
realized at the sales of yearling thorough- 
breds in the west, some of these sales actual- 
ly being declared off because there was prac- 
tically no prospect of bidders. 

The feature of the season in the east was 
the remarkable success of the horses be- 
longing to the stable of James R. Keene, 
which won over $397,000 in stakes and purses. 
This is said to be the largest amount ever 
- won in one year by one stable, either in Amer- 
ica or in England, where the turf earnings 
are greater than on this side ordinarily. 


Keene’s Winnings $397,000. 

Keene had an unusually strong stable, par- 
ticularly in the 3 year old and 2 year old di- 
Vision, in which the largest earnings are 
possible, as a rule. For 3 year olds he had 
such stalwarts as Peter Pan, Ballot, and 
Superman, with a number of others better 
than the average stake winning class. Peter 
Pan and Ballot between them won nearly 
$150,000. 

But the great Keene winner, and the lead- 
ing American thoroughbred of the season, 
was the 2 year old Colin, which won all 
twelve of his starts, including most of the big 
2 year old stakes of the year, and by his own 
efforts added $131,000 to the coffers of the 
Wall street magnate. No 2 year old in years 
has stood out so conspicuously above his 
fellows as does Colin, a son of Commando- 
Pastorella, and the fact there evidently were 
other high class 2 year olds in the Keene 
barn, Whose best did not need to be shown, 
makes it look bad for the prospects of other 
owners in the big 8 year old stakes of nex} 
season. 

In fact, it seems possible that the Himyar- 
Domino-Commando blood which Keene is 
perpetuating on his breeding farms, mixing 
it with the blood of English as well as Amer- 
ican mares, is likely to supply the highest 
type of the American racehorse for some 
years to come. 


Whitney Second in List. 

Nearest to Keene among the season’s win- 
ners is Harry Payne Whitney, a son of the 
late William C. Whitney, to whom American 
racing owes so much. Horses owned by 
Whitney won $138,000, and yet his racing 
stable is said to have cost him money during 
the year. 

The most successful western owner was 
Barney Schreiber of Missouri, who is one 
of the most remarkable characters ever 
known to the turf. Schreiber combines the 
unusual characteristics of a professional 
bookmaker with those of a man who loves 
racehorses and is devoted to the breeding of 
them and to the ambition of producing the 
highest type of racehorse just for the satis- 
faction of having done so. Schreiber’s horses, 
all of his own breeding, won 101 races and 
were second 108 times during the year, and 
his colors were popular on the New York 
tracks, despite his long and well known con- 
nection with bookmaking, which in these 
days is growing more and more in disfavor 
among the better class of racing followers, 
who think the bookmaker’s province on the 
track should be confined to the betting ring. 


Poor Season for Many. 

While these wealthy eastern owners were 
reaping rich rewards in stakes and purses 
(although the average stable of a successful 
eastern owner is conducted at an extrava- 
gant cost) many of the smaller western ow 
ers, trainers, and even breeders were ex- 
periencing a poor season, and thoroughbred 
racing as a commercial enterprise proved 
for them a bad business. a 

Whether such conditions eventually will 
result in a backward turn of the industry 
of improving the thoroughbred cannot 
be told from the experiences in one or two 
seasons. Last year there were many record 
performances, among which may be noted 
the following:

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JOCKEY FULLER IN CHICAGO 


False Report of. His Arrest in the 
State of Washington. 


VICTIM OF IMPERSONATOR? 


Boy Who Rode Highball in Derby Has 
Been East for Two Years. 


Grover Cleveland Fuller,the famous jockey, 
appears to be the victim of an impersonator 
out in the state of Washington. On Friday a 
young man was sent to the county jail at 
Bellingham, Wash., who was supposed to 
be Fuller and was announced to be in the 
dispatches sent out from that town, which 
stated that Fuller“ had been sentenced to 
thirty days for vagrancy.

Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 28.—[ Special. ]—Get 
the professional racetrack men out of the 
ownership of racecourses. Get the breeders, 
owners, and thorough sportsmen back in the 
game at the head of the game. 

This is the sentiment sounded in a star 
chamber session of the New Memphis Jockey 
club and the plan that will be adopted by 
members of that exclusive body in the effort 
to reclaim racing and place the sport in the 
south on the high plane it once held, when 
racing flourished and the colors of promi- 
nent state officials mingled with others in 
the dashes after purses and stakes. 

The unanimous opinion of the jockey club 
members is that much good can be done by 
formal determination of all concerned to 
dislodge the professional racing men from 
ownership of southern and western racing 
plants. 

It also developed at the Memphis meeting 
that the directors had looked for the finish 
of racing in the middle west after Wash- 
ington park closed its gates. When Wash- 
ington park fell.“ said one member, the 
western turf toppled. When the New Mem- 
phis Jockey club abandoned the sport, all 
that was pure in the western turf ended.” 


WANT 14.2 GAME FOR‘AMATEURS 


Chicago Billiardists Opposed to the Sug- 
gestion to Change the Champion- 
ship Style to 18.2. 


Chicago billiardists do not favor the sug- 
gestion made by Mortimer Rolls, the Phila- 
delphia amateur, to change the style of game 
for the national amateur championship tour- 
naments to 18.2. 5 

S0 far as it affects me personally I have 
no objection to the 18.2 game,” said National 
Champion Calvin Demarest yesterday. In 
some respects I think the 18.2 game fits my 
method of play better than the 14.2, but I 
do not think the game should be made more 
difficult at present. I do not hear of many 40 
or 50 averages by amateurs, and if the game 
has not become too easy, what is the use 
of changing to the more ‘difficult style? 

o far as concerns the argument that the 
14.2 style is no longer used by the profes- 
sionals, that, according to my judgment, con- 
stitutes a reason why the change should not 
be made. Let that remain as a difference 
between the professional and amateur 
games. 

A majority of those most prominently 
connected with amateur billiards in Chicago 
think t 2 game should be retained as 
the amateur standard for many years to 
come. Nearly all amateur players, from the 
comparative novices to the most expert, are 
now playing this game, the public is familiar 
with it, and it appears to be more popular 
locally than any other form of billiards.

The yachting log of 1907-c6ntains suffi- 
clent entries to indicate that the sport did 
not materially retrograde. However, the 
sport did not advance so far as to fulfil) 
the rosy forecast of a year ago. 
This ‘s particularly true in regard to the 
racing end of the game, and, contrary to ex- 
pectations, the Jamestown exposition re- 
gatta did not attract the entries or the fn- 
terest that had been expected, but a good re- 
sult of the meeting was the introduction of 
a new and sturdy class of boats. The regatta 
began Sept. 11, and continued for several ‘ 
days. Sue was the winner of the Roosevelt 
cup, and Capsicum, following the disquali- 
fication cf Manhasset, was awarded Kine 
Edward's cup, while Eleanor took the trophy 
donated br Sir Thomas Lipton. For fear of 
establishing a precedent, President Roose 
velt did not donate the cup bearing his name, 
but merely stood sponsor for the trophy. 

From a strictly local standpoint the year 
of 1907 did not fall far behind that of 1906, 
and the sailors of Chicago and vicinity en- 
joyed a fair season, though there was much 
left to be wished for in substantial achieve- 
ments. The Columbia Yacht club, handi- 
cupped by an inactive regatta committee, 
had one of the dullest schedules in years, 
and. though outnumbering the Chicago Yacht 
club in boats, the Randolph street organiza- ‘ 
tion barely held its own with the Chicagoans. 
The Jackror Park Yacht club continued to 
forge to the front, and at the present time it 
has a larger fleet than either of its big 
dowrtowa rivals, and still is growing. 


C. A. A. in the Van. 


The Chicago Athletic association’s yacht- 
ing department a leading factor 
through winning the two biggest events of . 
the year. These were the Lipton and Mack 
inac races, the first named cup going to 
Cherry Circle for the second consecutive 
time, while George Tramel's Vencedor took 
the latter trophy from the classiest fleet that 
ever contested for it. The South Shore Coun- 
try club got actively into the game 
a good sized fleet of fine racing dories, which 
were productive of keen sport’ It is said 
this club intends expending several thou- 
sand dollars in improving ite harbor next 
summer, in order that the deeper draft yachts 
can anchor there. 

All of the clubs opened their seasons, 
either formally or informally, Decoration 
day. The Columbia club’s handicap race

The Chicago club did not 
have a race scheduled. Thirty-th 
competed in the Columbia club's annual 
cruise to Michigan City, June 15. The af- 
fair turned out to be a drifting match, as 
was the case in 1906, and Chloris proved the 
best light weather boat, at least on time al- 
lowance. Tramel's Venoedor was the first 
boat to finish. The same day W. F. Cam- 
eron’s Vanenna won the C. T. C. race te 
Waukegan. July 4 all local clubs tooa part 
in a big joint regatta off the local harbor, 
and Vencedor, flying the burgee of the C. A, 
A., won the time prize. 

July 6 the three big Chicago clubs raced 
to Milwaukee for three cups, the winners 
being George Tramel’s Vencedor, Mills & 
Summers’ Illinols, and Brunnick & Smith's 
Chloris. Fourteen’ yachts started July 20 
in the Chicago Yacht club’s annual 330 
mile race to Mackinac, and, after fighting 
through a series of storms, the greater part 
of the fleet finished two days later. Skipper 
George McCullough sailed Vencedor a clever 
race, and brought the Tramel sloop in a 
winner over twe hours before Hawthorne, 
the second boat was sighted. Vanenna was 
third. 

No Outsiders in Lipton Cup. 


The annual series of races Aug. 17, 19, and 
20 for the Lipton cup was of purely lecal 


of the twenty-one footers competed. The 
first race was taken easily by Fred Price's 
Spray, but the former Detroit boat was bad- 
ly beaten. by all the rest in the next two races. 
Cherry Circle, ably handied by “ Billy” 
Avery, won the last two contests and the 
cup, but was pressed closely by Commodore 
Simonton’s Jackson Park, which finished 
but twenty points behind in the percent- 
ages. 7 

Aug. 24 the C. A. A. held a successful open 
regatta which was entered by the fleets of 
five clubs, with a total of forty-seven yachts. 
Vencedor was the star of the regatta and 
made.the best flat time in spite of broken 
gaff jaws. Aug. 30 the Chicago club started 
its triangular cruising race to St. Joe, Michi- 
gan City, and Chicago. On points Vencedor 
and Illinois were tied for first prize. Sept. 
6, 7, and 9 Dr. C. P. Pinckard’s Pequod took 
three straight races in the Chicago Yacht 
club’s first series for the Sir John Nutting 
cup. 

The annual meeting of the Lake Michigan 
Yachting association was held Dec. 14 and 
Allan H. Pirie was elected president. The 
association rejected the universal rules. 

The end of the year was marked by the 
formation of a new club—the Illinois Yacht 
club, the primary object of which is to pro- 
mote the sport of small boat sailing. Next 
season the Illinois Athletic club promises 
to take an active part in the sport and al- 
ready the organization has placed an order 
for a Lipton cup challenger. 


INTEREST IN BILLIARDS IS

Professionals Profit by Renewed Pop- 
ularity of Indoor Sport During 1907

Amateur billiards flourished during 1907, 
especially in the middie west. The profes- 
sionals profited by the aroused interest and 
several matches and tournaments were held 
in the big cities. 

The amateur champlonships at Liederkranz 
club, New Vork.

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It will be noted that colts were the stars of 
the year, two new records in the 2 year 
old division being made, while Gen. Watts 
so far eclipsed all previous performances 
by 8 year old trotters with his mile in 2:06\% 
that he is likely to stay at the head for hisage 
a good while. | 

Watts’ Mark Is Expected to Stand. 

Tt is argued by some that with no bad train- 
ing luck the best 2 year old has a good chance 
to make the best 3 year old, and on this basis 
the partisans of Trampfast and one or two 
Others of the 2 year old class are hoping the 
8 year old record of Gen. Watts may be 
beaten in 1908. But they should remember 
that while the 2:12% of Trampfast is the 
best by a 2 year old colt in a race, it does not 
compare with the 2:10% of Arion at the same 
age, made to high wheel sulky. Arion was 
the best 2 year old trotter the world ever saw, 
but he was by no means the best 3 year old, 
nor did he improve enough in speed to take 
rank in the front row of aged stallions, his 
dest mark being 2:07%. Not many horsemen 
believe the 3 year old record of Gen. Watts 
will be lowered in the immediate future. 

Helen Hale, which lowered the race record 
for 2 year old trotting fillies to 2:13. seems 
a hard one to judge as to racing class. In 
the 2 year old division of the Kentucky Fu- 
turity she raced two fine heats, and the fol- 
lowing week, in the event in which her record 
Was made, she repeated the performance, 
but in the third mile was beaten a long ways 
and was made to look cheap. This race was 
won by Binvolo, but as he did not get the 
world’s record therein, his work is not given 
a place in the championship tables as ordi- 
nerily made up. although it should, as the 
affair was the fastest three heat race ever 
. trotted by 2 year olds, and it certainly is 
more creditable to win the second and third 
heats of a race in 2:15%, 2:16% than to win 
the first heat in 2:13% and then be beaten. 


Binvolo Truly Great Racer. 


Binvolo is by Bingara, son of Bingen, 2:06. 
@am by Kremlin, 2:07%, so his speed sources 
are evident enough, and as an individual 
he is one of the best of his age I ever saw. 
What Helen Hale did, together with the 
performances of Gen. Watts, has given the 
Prodigal blood a great boost, the filly being 
daughter of that horse, as was the dam 
of Watts. The Prodigals have wonderful! 
early epeed, and plenty of it, but up to date 
they have just fallen short of being truly 

- great colt trotters. 

Of Gen. Watts it can only be said he is a 
marvel. In looks he is far from the ideal 
stallion, having. in plain truth, much more 
the appearance of a pony than a developed 
borsé, but once he turns for the word and 
gets under way there is a transformation 
which could not be believed possible unless 
geen. The lack of size is gone. The little 
colt, his eyes ablaze and every ‘fiber of his 
being seemingly alive with speed, looks like 
a 15.3 horse as he leads his field from one end 
ot the mile to the other. At rest Gen. Watts 
is hot much of a 8 year old to look at. In 
action, and with a lot of admittedly high 
class colts alongside of him, all in motion, 
he makes the rest of the field seem like com- 
mon, ordinary horses, while he is a star. 


Pigmy Build Regretted. 

For speed and racing.qualities there never 
was 23 year old like Gen. Watts, but in view 
of the fact that he will be used in the stud 
it is a pity nature did not add three or four 
inches to his height, altering his other pro- 
portions to suit. Already there are too many 
P'gmy colt trotters in the breeding ranks, 
and for that reason it is a cause for gratula- 
tion that Siliko was sold to go to England, 
although barring lack of size he was per- 
fection as a horse to breed to, being about 
the best made one in the world, while his 
color is superb.

Hymettus Leads Pacers. 


Hymettus, the 8 year old pacing gelding 
which took down a championship out in Cal- 
ffornia by a mile in 2:08%, serves to recall 
the fact that up to this time the 8 year old 
geldings among the pacers have not done a 
great deal in the light of extreme speed made 
into records. Klatawah, a pacing stallion, 
has a 3 year old mark of 2:05, and Directly, 
also a stallion, took a pacing record of 2:07% 
as a 2yearold. But at that Hymettus leads 
the 8 year old pacing fillies a little, their 
best work being the 2:08% of Brenda Yorke 
in 1906. 


Hymettus is by Zombro, 2:11, trotting, the 
best son of McKinney, and his dam was by 
Silver Bow, 2:16, a son of Robert McGregor, 
which is credited with far more speed than 
his record represents. Silver Bow's dam 
was a daughter of Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, 
and as McKinney traces in the male line to 
that horse through Aleyone, the best son of 
George Wilkes, and Robert McGregor, sire 
of Silver Bow, goes in the male line to Ham- 
bletonian through his best son, Alexander's 
Abdallah, it will be seen the new California 
pacing colt has the proper sort of pedigree 
eventually to do a mile close to two minutes. 
He is described as a good looking youngster 
with the right gait for extreme speed. 


World’s Record to Kruger. 


But of all the new world’s records made in 
1907 that of 2:12 by the pacer Kruger under 
saddle is of most interest for the reason itis 
in a line of endeavor not often attempted 


The fact that in making this record Kruger 
was ridden by Mr. H. K. Devereux of Cleve- 
land, an amateur driver of the first class, 
makes the event a world’s record in more 
senses than one, all the other topnotch per- 
formances: being to the credit of profes- 
sionals. 

Kruger is by the pacer Mercury, 2:21, and 
his dam was by the trotter Tennessee Wilkes, 
2:27. Lon McDonald had Kruger out 
in 1905, and during that season the horse 
performed pretty well, taking a mark of 
2:08, but was not rated among the really 
good ones by the grand circuit followers. He 
did not race in 1906, but was taken south with 
the other McDonald horses the fall of that 
year and given a careful preparation for the 
campaign of 1907. His first start, at Liberty- 
ville, was against John A. from the Geers 
stable, a horse which had been touted by 
followers of the southern fall circuit of 1906 
as something way above the common, and 
the fact that Geers had him helped the boom. 


Shows Real Gamenese. 


In that race, although Kruger was de- 
feated, he showed himself game to the core, 
trying to beat the other horse when he was 
so tired it took a strong hand to keep him 
from swerving all over the track. At De- 
troit the following week Kruger beat John 
A. in straight heats, the race at IAbertyville 
having been a split up affair, and at other 
points on the grand circuit the horses met, 
with the general result that Kruger, for 
which not much had been claimed, rather 
put it over the stallion. In the course of the 
campaign John A. took a record of 2:08%, 
which has been beaten by but two other 5 
year old pacing stallions, but in the race 
where this mark was made he was beaten 
by Kruger, which went one of his winning 
heats in 2:04, hig present mark. 

All this made Kruger stand much better 
in the eyes of horsemen than he had at the 
end of 1905, and during the Lexington meet- 
ing Mr. Devereux, who was on the lookout 
for a good pacer with which to have a try at 
the saddle record of Johnston, 2:18%, made 
with George Starr in the saddle, talked with 
McDonald about Kruger, and although there 


horse ready for a fast mile at an entirely new 
game for him, it was resolved to make the 
test. Writing of this phase of the matter 
Mr. Devereux says: Fit 

To get the best efforts of a horse so rigged 
necessities, of course, some training and 
work to get a new set of muscles ready and 
the horse used to handling weight on his 
back. In Kruger’s case there was little 
time for this, and his saddle work was so 
limited we had little line on his capabilities.’’ 

Rapid Training for Trial. 


The horse’s work was this: On Friday, 
jogged five miles to saddle, on Saturday the 
same, with brushing at a 2:40 gait. On Mon- 
day, two slow heats in harness and a mile 
to saddle in 2:34%. last quarter :34. On 
Tuesday, jogged five miles to saddle, and on 
Wednesday started to beat the record, 2:13. 
Now, the regulation weight for saddle work 
is 145 pounds, but Mr. Devereux weighed 
168. With so little experience as to what 
the horse might do in a pinch, and having 
been warned to be careful about his whip, as 
Kruger did not like it, Mr. Devereux got 
away at a moderate gait, the first quarter 
being :35. But then he put on steam and 
stepped the next half in 1:04. Coming home 
Kruger lagged a little, and being afraid he 
might resent the whip Mr. Devereux did not 
make use of it until nearthe wire. But when 
he did Kruger responded with a burst of 
speed which made his last eighth the fastest 
one of the mile. Considering the circum- 
stances of the trial and the work which pre- 
ceded it Kruger’s 2:12 mile was a good one, 
and indicates he will beat 2:10 under saddle 
the next ti he is asked to step a mile that 
way rigged.

WATER MARKS FALL IN 1907 


Record Breaking Feature of the 
Year in Swimming. 


DANIELS STAR PERFORMER. 


Mercury Foot Athlete Often Beats 
Time Made by Others. 


BY FRANK J. SULLIVAN. 

The year 1907 in swimming brought the 
usual annual budget of new records by Amer- 
ican swimmers. Only the century distance 
failed to be decorated with new figures, and 
all of the record smashing performances were 
by C. M. Daniels, the hundred standard itself 
being lowered by the New Yorker when he 
won the international championship at Man- 
chester, England. in :55 2-5. Rarely was the 
Mercury foot athlete time for a spurt that 
he did not rip seconds from his former marks, 
and in his only races over long courses he 
broke records every time he touched the end 
of the tank. * 

Early in January Daniels began his season 
of record breaking by bowling over his owr 
figures for 200 and 300 yards and cracking 
Handy's American marks for the 400 and 
quarter, but of these four, only the first 
named could withstand the terrific onslaught 
of Feb. 28, when, turning his first hundred 
in an apparently easy 1:01, he lowered every 
record on the books from 250 yards to the 
1,000, including the standards for the quarter 
mile and half mile, marks which had been 
held by Handy. Two days later he downed 
the Chicago man’s mile record, breaking his 
own 1,000 again and lowering the intermedi- 
ate distances from that point to the mile. 


Long Race Dulls Champion’s Speed. 

Although he had not trained heavily for 
his two distance events, Daniels found that 
the brace of long races had severely dulied 
his speed, and after failing in an attack on 
Lane's. world’s record for the 220 he took a 
long rest before going to work again, re- 
fraining from further competition until sum- 
mer. 

At Jamestown in July the national outdoor 
championships were held, and here Daniels 
easily annexed the fifty yard, hundred, and 
quarter mile races, but failed to even ap- 
proach his best times. The mile title was 
easily defended by Handy of Chicago, Dan- 
iela publicly announcing he intended never 
to swim another distance race. In the ab- 
sence of Ruberl of New York and Swatek 
of the Illinois A. C. Handy also took from 
Goessling the Missourian’s national titles 
to the back stroke and breast stroke cham- 
pionships, and Gaidzik, another westerner, 
defeated America’s best divers for the out- 
door exposition championship. 

August was a month of long distance 
swimming, and never in former years were 
there sO many endurance contests or such 
large fields of competitors engaged in the 
long races. Aug. 11 the Volunteer Life Say- 
ing society held its annual swim from the 
battery to Coney island, a thirteen mile race 
with the tide, won by Louis Manley of the 
New York A. C. A week later the Barry 
Beach Swimming association of this city held 
its second crib race, in which eight men fin- 
ished in spite of water of a seemingly un- 
bearable temperature, Leslie Chiville of the 
Central Y. M. C. A. coming in first. 


River Marathon to Handy. 


On Labor day, Sept. 2, the Missouri Ath- 
letic club conducted the ten mile Mississippi 
Marathon, which proved easy for Handy, 
who bested Goessling of the St. Louis club 
by 900 yards, lowering the course record to 
1:40:04. Fifty-three men entered the gruel- 
ing contest and over thirty succeeded in cov- 
ering the entire distance. The early indoor 
season was productive of little but local 
contests in various parts of the country, but 
in December Champion Daniels, who just 
had returned from a triumphant sojourn in 
England, came to the front again with a new 
sixty yard record of 30 seconds, made at 
Pittsburg. 

Great as was the boom of swimming by 
the athletic clubs which for years have been 
the main support of water sport, in schools 
and colleges the advance was even greater. 
East and west the university teams showed 
better caliber than ever before. 

Greatest among the indications of Ameri- 
ca’s strides in swimming was the successful 
foreign tour of Champion Daniels, who, 
while abroad, defeated the best the islands 
and the continent were able to produce. In 
various match races he downed the best of 
Engiand’s swimmers.

Season of 1907 Is Marked * 
. Many Road Races and 
Other Contests. 


THOUSANDS OF RECRUITS. 


From a Sporting Standpoint 
America Is Now on a Par 
with Other Countries.

In the year just ending motoring has as- 
sumed an importance that justifies its being 
placed among the leading sports. Road 
races, reliability contests, track meets, big 
tours, hill climbs, and economy tests have 
followed. one another in rapid succession, 
and there has n a strong sporting angle 
to the game. 

Bo far as the trade end is concerned, the 
season of 1907 has been much better than its 
predecessor, and the motoring army has been 
increased by thousands and thousands of 
recruits. The automobile has become no 
longer a luxury with a few, but a necessity 
with the masses. The demand for low and 
medium prized cars has been large, showing 
that others than the rich are taking to motor- 
ing, and that the future holds great possi-

bilities. The shows have been two months 
earlier than before, and while the New York 


business done is concerned yet Chicago kept 
pace with its reputation, and those who ex- 
hibited here were well repaid for their outlay 
of time and money. 

But it was the sporting angle that attracted 
the most attention, for the United States 
pitched into the game with a vim that has 
put it on a par with France and Great Brit- 
ain in the promotion line. While there was 
no Vanderbilt cup race this year because of 
the inability to secure soldiers to guard the 
course, and because the Long island motor 
parkway was not completed, the Yankees 
more than made up for this in the number of 
other big events that were pulled off. 


Chicago the Leader. 

Chicago was particularly prominent; in 
fact, it might be said without stretching the 
truth any that Chicago really was the leader 
in this line with its track meets, reliability 
runs, and the like. It started out with a 
reliability run in June which attracted the 
greatest lot of entries in the country, there 
being ninety-five nominations, of which 
eighty-five started and fifty-five made per- 
fect scores, which certainly speaks volumes 
for the American car, for not more than half 
a dozen machines of foreign construction 
took part in these affairs. 

Chicago's June reliability was run over 
the Waukegan- McHenry - Elgin - Aurora 
course, the big Cars going 175 miles and the 
others coming home from Elgin, doing 145 
miles. It was promoted by the Chicago 
Motor club, which followed up this success 
with a double hill climb at Algonquin, III., 
an event that was unique in that in the morn- 
ing the cars were put at a standing start test 
and in the afternoon at a flying start one. 
The results were reached by adding the two 
sets of times and applying a handicap 
formula. 

Just about this time Chicago got into the 
limelight through the Glidden tour which 
came here from Cleveland, the starting point, 
and stopped two days, during which time 
the Chicago Automobile club put on its Glid- 
den meet at Harlem, the feature of which 
was a twenty-four hour race, which was 
won by C. A. Coey in a Thomas Flyer. 


Motor Club Does Well. 

After that the Chicago Motor club cut in 
again with its economy or fuel test, which 
was a 100 mile affair to New Carlisle, Ind. 
and return, in which twenty-four cars start- 
ed, the winner turning up in the Pierce Ar- 
row, driven by Paul Hoffman, the winner of 
the same kind of a test last year, when the 
run went to Cedar Lake, Ind. The first ten 
cars in the New Carlisle jaunt qualified fora 
motor efficiency test for the Silent Knight 
trophy, donated by Knight & Kilbourne, the 
affair being to Valparaiso, Ind., and back, a 
distance of 195 miles. In this the same Hoff- 
man- Pierce Arrow combination again 
evolved itself a winner. 

The Chicago Automobile club then came 
to bat with another track meet at Harlem, 
which; while it lacked a twenty-four hour 
race as a feature, more than made up for 
this deficiency by two or three novel events 
which it put on. The unique feature of the 
card was a pursuit race, the first ever tried 
in motoring and in which Schilpp in a Stearns 
six cylinder won in remarkable time. A half 
hour race went to the Cadillac. 

The final act of the local show was the 600 
mile three day reliability test of the Chicago 
Motor club the last of November, which at- 
tracted thirty-six entries and which was 
of national importance. The first day the 
trip was to South Bend and back, the second 
to Rockford and back, and the third to Otta- 
wa and return. The rules were the most 


strenuous ever known in this kind of a con- 
and there was only one perfect score 
car—a Haynes roadster, driven by Frank 
Nutt, which won the Milestrophy. The B, 
F. Goodrich prize went to the Pierce Arrow 
six, driven by Arthur Kumpf, while the New | 
Southern cup, for third place, was won by 
Ralph Owen in the Oldsmobile. 


Success of Glidden Tour. 

Outside of Chicago there were numerous 
attractions, chief among them of course 
being the annual Glidden tour in which the 
conditions were radically changed, the cup 
being contested for by clubs instead of in- 
dividuals.

America, and in all probability the American 
Automobile association will run its stock 
car races at Savannah, Ga., the week of 
March 15, which will be surpassed only in im- 
portance by the Vanderbilt itself. There 
will be another stock chassis race in West- 
chester, N. T., in April, but that will be of 
private promotion. The Vanderbilt will be 
renewed next fall, probably over the Long 
Island parkway, which will be completed by 
that time, it is thought.

JORDAN PICKS A NEW VICTIM. 


Leland Stanford President Says Greg- 
ory Was Paid $1,500 to Go to 
Michigan to Play Football. 


run—Won by 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
President David Starr Jordan of Stanford 
university has caused a second sensation by 
declaring he was misquoted in his recent 
comment on Ralph Rose at Michigan and 
then adding the further charge against Mich- 
igan that Gregory, once a special student 
at Stanford, was offered $1.500 a year by Yost 
through an agent to enter Michigan. 

The consequence of the discussion that has 
aroused the athletic world is an order for 
Rose to appear before the local registration 
committee of the Amateur Athietic union 
next Monday to answer to charges of irregu- 
laritv in amateur conduct. 

In his letter President Jordan says: 

I referred to Rose’s career at Michigan with 
that of Gregory and Heston as illustrating the 
irregularities which were among the evils of foot- 
ball. Gregory, for example was a special student 
—that is, one who had not passed the entrance ex- 
aminations at Stanford. He was not allowed to 
play in any of the intercollegiate games, and, 


| failing in his work, wae dropped at Christmas. 


He went to Washburn school to make good his 
entrance requirements. While there an offer of 
$1 500 a ‘year, to begin with, came from Yoet 
through a localagent. Gregory accepted and went 
to Michigan, played a dozen or more games a year, 
and graduated with his class—a singular fact in 
connection with his failure at Stanford. In going 
to Michigan he took with him no credits and no 
honorable dismissal. 

Rose’s academic career was certainly irregular 
and not In accord witha high standard. That is all 
I have claimed.

They have come to see that education 18 
4 question of adaptation, and that, in order 
to adapt it to the needs of a child, they must 
make themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with his or her mental and physical charac- 
teristics, The Principle, therefore, 
guided Dr. Binet when forming his new 
laboratory was the knowledge of the aver- 
age state of development of children of all 
ages, an entirely new idea in pedagogics 
which he expects to prove most fruitful. 
What he set himself to find out in a strictly 
scientiie manner was the physical and 
mental value of the average child at various 
ages. This discovered, they drew up tables 
of averages; and, thanks to these, they are 
now able to make prescriptions definitely 
whenever a fresh subject arrives at the 
laboratory of experimental psychology. 

Prof. Binet called in the assistance of a 
Parisian palmist, who surprised him with 
the accuracy with which he read the char- 
acters of the hundred boys who were pre- 
sented to her. Prof. Binet hopes to see mi- 
lar laboratories scattered all over the land 
and thus establish the foundations for a 
scientific breeding and development of the 
human species.

How Gates Got Strong Arm. 


Prof. Elmer Gates of the Laboratory or 


Psychology in Washington is a pioneer along 
another line of human development which 
holds many possibilities for 1908 Placing 
his forearm in a jar filled with water to the 
point of overflow and keeping his poettion 
without moving, this investigator directed 
his thinking toward the arm. The blood 
soon entered the arm in such quantities as to 
enlarge it and cause the water in the jar 
to overflow. By directing his thoughts to his 
arm for a certain length of time daily for 
many days, he permanently increased both 
its size and its strength. He even instructed 
others to produce the same effect. Prof. 
Gates has also found that change of the. 
mental state changed the chemical! character 
of the perspiration. When treated with the 
same chemical reagent the perspiration of 
an angry man showed one odor, that of a 
man in grief another, and so on through a 
large category of emotions. The breath also 
changed with the thought. 
* — 
Green Taste Is Really Pink. 

Anger produces a brownish substance in 
fhe breath, sorrow gray, remorse pink. The 
results showed that each kind of thinking 
produced its own peculiar substance which 
the system was trying to expel. Prof. Gates 
declares that every mental activity creates - 
a chemical change and a definite anatomical 
structure in the animal which exercises the 
mental activity. The mind of the human 
organism, by an effort of the will Properly 
directed, can produce measurabie changes 
of the chemistry of the secretions and ex- 
cretions. It follows that all physiologicg! 
processes of health or disease are psycho- 
logical processes, and that the only way to 
inhibit, accelerate, or change these processes 
ig to resort to methods properly altering the 
psychologic or mental processes. 

Prof. Gates continued his experiments with 
anger until he had obtained enough of the 
brownish substance, which appeared in the 
breath, to administer to men and animals. 
In every instance it produced nervous excit- 
ability or irritability. In his experiments 
with thought conditioned by jealousy he ob- 
tained another substance from the breath, 
which he injected into the veins of a guinea 
pig. The pig died in a few minutes. Hate, 
he found, is accompanied. by the greatest 
expenditure of vital energy. He says it pre- 
cipitates several chemical products and that 
enough would be eliminated in one hour of 
intense hate, to cause the death of fourscore 
persons. For the ptomaines of hate are the 
deadliest poisons known to science. 

* 
Studying Energy in Reserve. 

A new Une of work in psychology Prof. 
James believes is opened up by hie initial 
work in tapping the reservoirs of our energy . 
in devising means whereby deeper and 


deeper reserves of human force are made 


available. The fact that there are such re- 
serves he illustrateg by the familiar phenom- 
enon of getting one’s second wind.“ Evi- 
dently we stop when we meet the first layer 
of fatigue. But if an unusual necessity 
forces us to press onward the fatigue gets 
worse up to a certain critical point, when 
gradually or suddenly it passes away and 
Wwe are fresher than before. We have evi- 
dently tapped a new level of energy masked 
until then by the fatigue obstacle usually 
obeyed. There may be layer after layer of 
this experience, a third and a fourth wind.“ 
Mental activity shows the same phenomena 
as the physical, and in exceptional cases we 
may find beyond the extremity of fatigue 
distress, amounts of ease and power that 
we never dreamed ourselves to own, sources 
of strength habitually not taxed at all be- 
cause habitually we never push through the 
obstruction, never pass those early critical 
points.“ 

When we * pass either some unusual 
stimulus fills us with emotional excitemient 
or some unusual idea of necessity induces us 
to make an extra effort of will. Excite- 
ments, ideas, efforts are what carry us over 
the dam. 

The difficulty is to use it, to make the effort 
which the wird volition implies. But if we 
do make it it will act. A single successful 
effort of moral volition, such as saying no 
to some habitual temptation or performing 
some courageous act, will launch a man on 
a higher level of energy for days and weeks 
The 
problem that Dr. James proposes to his fel- 
low psychologists is, How to unlock our en- 
ergies. This is another big question which 
we may look to the science of 1008 to carry 
toward solution.

one In which women are represented this be- 
comes a pertinent question.. Women be- 
come farmers, engineers, run their own au- 
tomobiles, More exacting and more difficult 
than this, they run their own motorboats. 
The United States marine list contains many 
women pilots and masters on the coasts from 
San Francisco to the great lakes who follow 
thie craft not only for pleasure but for hire. 
Why, then, should not women Wee into the

The Wise Thet Jui Built. 

For all that there is not one woman's name 
in the books of the carpenters' union, and 
despite the legend that 4 woman cannot 
drive a nail, much of the manual training in 
woodwork that is being taught in Chicago is 
in the hands of young women. It is known 
only to her most intimate friends, but there 
is a society girl on the south side, promi- 
nent in literary, social, and athietic clubs, 
whose favorite diversion is carpetrter work. 

Covered with vines and hidden with * 
and shrubbery in the verdant back la K 
this girl’s home there stands a small struc- 
ture built on the lines of a doll’s house. In 
it is a carpenter’s bench and a complete outfit 
of tools. This girl, who is but a slight sup 
of a creature, put up the structure with her 
own hands, built its chimney, plastered it, 
lald its floor, and fitted in its windows and 
equipped it with electric lights. In every 
detail it is a standing monument to the fact 
that woman can take part in the,building 


‘trades throughout. 


Of course it will be urged that this Is only 
a house in miniature, but this is not all the 
work performed by the young woman. Not 
long ago a wooden sidewalk through the 
grounds of this residence became worn out, 
and the daughter of the house put down an- 
other with her own hands. Next door to 
her home, in a palatial residence, heavy 
frame work for porch screens was being 
fitted accurately into large and irregular 
arches. 

Could you put up frame work for screens 
like that?“ was asked the young woman, 

“Why certeinly; it would be no trick at 
all,” wae the answer.

Why Don't Women Join Unions? 

Women can be carpenters, then, and can do 
everything else that involves building; why, 
then, do they not belong to the unions? 

Mr. John A. Mets of the carpenters and 
joiners’ brotherhood is probably the most 
enthusiastic believer in the possibilities of 
this kind of work for women of any trades 
union man in Chicago. 

„% At rst glance, said he, “the heavy 
labor would seem to bar women. But the 
fact that carpenter work is becoming moré 
and more specialized.would let them in. The 
fixtures, cabinet Work, and interior finishing 


which are not too heavy for e woman to. 


bandle would probably be done a great dedl 
better by her than by men. Shé knows bet- 
ter than man how a house is used and has a 
thousand points of view about assembling 
its smal! parts and conveniences which she 
tries. but never can beat into the head of 
the ordinary carpenter. 

“The common mistakes that men mate 
in making doors swing the wrong way and 
in putting drawers and shelves in impossible 
places, she would not be guilty of. She is 
always found to be superior in woodcarving, 
and it is in these finer kinds of carpenter 
work that she would do. well to make her 


etart.”’

How Woman Gets Into Union. 

There could be no stronger terme than this 
about woman’s fitness, how then about the 
greatest obstacle of all—the union? To what 
lengthe would a woman have to go in being 
indentured and serving her four years’ ap- 
prenticeship before she could bea full fledged 
carpenter? Here then this knight of fem- 
mine as well as of masculine labor came to 
the rescue. 

“For the woman who has learned, some- 
where, anywhere, and can answer a satisfac- 
tory test of questions and examples to show 
that she- unde her trade, there would 
be no need of apprenticeship or indenture,” 
said Mr. Meta. She could pay $25 to a See- 
retary, pass an e and have two 
journeymen carpenters vouch for ber, 
After that there is an initiation ceremony, 
which is chiefly a moral obligation. and then 
she would be a full fledged carpenter.”

“If a gitt bas not had this training,” he 
said, “I should advise her to serve an ap- 
prenticeship by entering a factory where in- 
terior fixtures, cabinets, and finer wood- 
work are made. The objection to sash, door, 
stair, or blind factories or to outside work 
would be that unless the woman were un- 
usually strong, it might prove too heavy, but 
in the cabinet and indoor work there would 
be no obstacle. Moreover, the influence of 
women in these would necessarily be elevat- 
ing and improving to the tone and morals of 
the place.”’ 

* Between the two courses which are thus 
open to women who would become carpen- 

ters there is a deciding point of age. Should 

she wish to serve her apprenticeship she 

must de under 17—the woman who is over 17 
must have found some way to learn her trade 

herself.

Ghe climbed to the highest scaffolding and 


was not afraid to work from the highest 
corner and did so right along with the men, 
This woman wore overalls into which she 
tucked her skirts. She afterward became a 
contractor and then moved away from Chi- 
cago.’ 

In painting in connection with interior dec- 
orating there are found to be several woman 
operators in Chicago, but in no cage is one 
of these a member of a union. This issue 
has been avolded in every case by the woman 
becoming a contractor, in which case the 
union question is eliminated. 

Farther than this, painting as a.trade for 
women was favored strongly by the secre- 
tary of more than one local. Of all the trades 
investigated, here was the first’that a ques- 


tion about woman in the building trades” 


was not met by a reference to her awkward- 
ness in threwing a ball or driving a nail. 
But there was no hard word said by even 
the labor experts against the woman and the 
paint brush. 
* „ , 
Woman Good Color Mixer. 

“ She should do painting better than men,” 
said one of these, for she is more artis- 
tic. Where colors are to be mixed her facul- 
ty shows itself, as you will see in the wifé 
of the man who Keeps a paint shop. If she 
has some knowledge of the business there 
couldn't be a better way for a woman to take 
up the paintifig trade than to start a paint 
shop. She can become à contractor if she 
chooses. As to the actual trade; there is 
nothing to keep her from it if she is not afraid 
and can climb ladders,” 

In every union man interviewed the sense

Chimney Built by Woman. 

“Finally one day,“ said this official, “‘ the 
contractor’s wife painted the front of it, and 
he came home and had to do the rest. It was 
a good job, too.“ A bricklayer told how a 
woman who had bricked up a chimney. be- 
cause her husband would not have it done 
for her, and when a mason years afterward 
had been called upon to take it out he had 
described it as good a job as he ever saw.” 
Stories of this kind abound among the secre- 
taries of trades unions, indicating that a 
question of admitting women or not when 
once squarely put is sure to be met with 
courtesy. f 

Mr. Peter Shaughnessy, president of the 
bricklayers; sees no reason why women 
cannot enter into what might be called the 
worst of the trades. K 

Supplies are taken up for a bricklayer 
now,” says Mr. Shaughnessy, ‘‘ and if wom- 
an can dress the part I guess she could do 
it. It is the reaching that is hardest about 
bricklaying, then there is no chance to rest, 
A carpenter can go from one end of a house 
to another—he will have work here and there 
so that there is always a chance for his get - 
ting a little rest, but the bricklayer must 
work in long stretches.”’ 

Here again is the matter of physical prew- 
ess. But for the strong woman who knows 
no fear, roofing probably has less obatruc- 
tion in the way of actual heavy handling 
than any of the trades except carpenter work 
and painting. 

“There is always danger,” sald George 
Lamman, secretary of the roofers. “ Where 
bricklayers and masons and stone cttters 
have scaffolding which has two or three 
boards to it, the roofer’s job is such that he 
can hardly ever manage more than one. He 
must stand on one board and there is always 


danger.“ * 


Good 0 Hanging Paper. 

„ Probably it is in paper hanging that 
women would have the best chance,“ says 
Steven Mehrs of the paper hangers, “ and 
yet, strange to say, we have never had an 
application for them to join the unon. Paper 
hangers stumble on many jobs where women 
have hung the paper in their own houses 
successfully. There are also rumors occa- 
sionally of women paper hangers who go out 
by the day, but so far as I know there has 
never one applied to the union. There is 
no reason why women could not make 4& 
success at this work, as they have taste and 
deftness. In this case, as in others, many 
women can be said to be in the business 
already, only they are decorators engaged 
in the more artistic end of the trade.” 

Of all the trades that women could look 
into this requires the least red tape to be- 
‘come a member of the union. Only a fair 
knowledge of the work, to be proved by a 
test, is required, without any period of in-

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Why Idle Rich May Exist: 
Prey of Other Parasites 
By George Bernard Shaw. 


E tolerate the idle man of property 

„ because Me gives employment. 
Everybody recoils from this prop- 
Osition with a sense of fundamental 
fallacy somewhere. The fallacy is 
not recondite; it lies in confusing two quite 
different things—employing a man and sup- 
porting him. A lunatic employs his keeper; 
he does not support him. A father supports 
his daughter; he does not employ her. The 
idie man of property is lake the lunatic} he 
employs a great many keepers, but he does 
not support them. He does not even support 
himself, though he employs himself as best 
he can in shooting, hunting, racing, motor- 
ing, or as an amateur in the arts and be- 
ences. Both he and all his keepers have to 
be supported by the labor of those who make 
the food they consume, the clothes they 

wear, the houses they Mve in, etc., etc. - 

Thus we find that what the idie man of 
property does ig to plunge into mortal sin 
against society. He aov only withdraws 
himself from the productive forces of the 
nation and quarters himself on them as a 
parasite; he withdraws also a body of prop- 
ertyless men and places them in the same 
position, except that) they have to earn this 
anti-social privilege by an to his 
wants and whims. 

‘#e ‘se 
Creates a Class of Workers. 

He thus creates and corrupts a class of 
workers—many of them highly trained and 
skilled and correspondingly paid—whose sub- 
sigtence is bound up with his income. They 
are parasites on.a parasite, and they defend 
the institution of private property with a 
ferocity which starties their principal, who 
is often in a speculative way quite revolu- 
tionary in his views. They knock the class 
war theory into a cocked hat by forming a 
powerful conservative proletariat whose one 
economic interest it ig that the rich should 
have as much money to spend as possible, 
and it is they who encourage and often com- 
pel the property owners to defend themselves 
against the onward march of socialism, - 

Thus we have the phenomenon that seems 
at first sight so amasing in London—namely, 
that in the constituencies where the shop- 
keepers pay the most monstrous rents and 
the extravagance and Insolence of the idle 
rich are in fullest view no socialist—nay, no 
progressive—has a. chance of being elected 
to the municipality or to parliament. The 
reason is that these shopkeepers live by 
fleecing the rich as the rich live by fleecing 
the poor. The millionaire who has preyea 
upon Bury and Bootle until no workman 
there has more than his week's subsistence 
in hand, and many of them have not even 
that, is himself preyed upop in Bond street, 
Pall Mali, and aie — 


es Plunder with Flankies. 

* ‘Some day’a poet will arise to do justice to 
the amazing system of hypnotic brigandage 
by which the rich are compelied to burden 
their lives with all sorts of horrible discom- 
forts and superfiuities so that their plunder 
may be shared with the tradesman and the 
flunky. 

A woman has a pretty dress, made of ex- 
pensive materials, comfortable, and as good 
as new. She is forced to take it off and buy 
a new one of uglier and less convenient shape 
by a tradesman whom she despises as abys- 
mally beneath her in taste, manners, and 
social. worth. 

A man who has paid $6,000 for an automo- 
bile with a satisfactory low tension magneto 
and efficient chain drive is compelled to dis- 
card it and pay $7,500 for a new car witha 
leaky high tension magneto and a wasteful 
and dangerous live axle by asalesman whom 
he thoroughly mistrusts and whom he knows 
to be as ignorant of mechanics as he him- 
self is. 

This woman and man, as man and wife, 
have endless services foisted on them which 
they do not want, and the moment they ac- 
cept them a caste system of more than In- 
dian strictness is developed in their houses 
and compels them to employ a separate serv- 
ant for every separate service. The motor 
car hardly has made its way into the stable 
when it is discovered that the chauffeur can- 
not possibly clean the car, so another man 
must be retained for that job. Scullery 
maids, tweenies, housemaids, parlor maids, 
toot men, knifeboys, revolving round cook 
and butler, lady’s maid and valet, and nom- 
inally ruled by the housekeeper, all cling to 
some sited of privilege in the form of some- 
thing they must not be expected to do.

Serves Her Own Servants. 

A woman with no children anda tiny house 
in Mayfair with accommodation for six peo- 
ple tells you that she cannot do with less 
than nine servants, who sleep under the 
stairs or anywhere they can. The buttons 
and hooks and eyes on her dress are pur- 
posely placed so that she cannot fasten them 
herself. She must have a maid to doit. She 
knows, of course, that other people are as 
comfortable as she with two or three serv- 
ants, but she cannot escape from her nine 
all the same. They have been made abso- 
lutely necessary to her by some power that 
is stronger than she. She is dragged to the 
opera, though she may hate music; she is 
driven to Goodwood, though she may loathe 
racing; she has to spend weary weeks on a 
Scotch moor, keeping! a. sort ot private shoot- 
ing hotel for men whom she does not care 
for and for whom her husband, who perhaps 
hates shooting, does not care either. 

There is no tyranny on earth to be com- 
pared with it. It is, so complete that a

How Surgeons Fix the Price. 


REQUENTLY laymen who have had 
occasion to settle the bills of surgeons’ 
upon whom they have called in ex- 
tremeties to use the knife are heard 
to complain against what they call

A skilled surgeon may charge §250 for a 
simple appendicitis operation.

plan in charging for operations. Their prices 
range from nothing to $5,000. They will op- 
erate, without any question of willingness 
or ability to pay, in any case where the st- 
uation is imperative. Afterwards they will 
present the bill. The general public does not 
understand how a surgeon will charge one 
man $50, another $250, and another $5,000. 

Surgeons have a fixed price scheme. They 
aim to charge the patient about one month's 
income. They figure that any person who is 
in such bad condition as to be forced to sub- 
mit to a surgical operation surély can afford 
to give one month’s income. They ascertain 
roughly what a man makes per month and 
send in a bill for that amount. The man 
whose income is but 850 a month pays $50. 
The man who gets $5,000 is asked to pay 
$5,000—and y objecte—even though 
he should know that hie life is worth as much 
proportionately as that of his poorer fellow.

HEN you are tired of the dirt, the 

smoke, and the noise of Chicago, 

and the ‘monotonous grind seems 

more 'than you can bear, get down 

on your knees—I say it in all rever- 

ence—get down on your knees and thank God 

that you are not a housemaid in on, & 

shorthand clerk in London, a shopgirl in Lon- 

don, nor yet any other working woman that 
is of London. 

Put yourself in the place of a London 
housemaid. Each morning before breakfast 
you would scour the front steps, polish the 
two brass door bells, the two brass knockers, 
and the two brass doorknobs. Three times 
a day, six times a week, year in and year out, 
you would help carry the heavy plates, plat- 
ters, and eatables from the farthest end of 
the basement up one flight of stairs to the 
dining room; three times a day you would 
help carry them down.

On Duty Till Ten at Night. 
After that you could rest until time to begin 
preparations for the 7 or 7:80 dinner and 8:45 
your day’s work would practically be over, 


‘but you would not be expected to go to bed 


until 10, for there might be some letters for 
you to run out to post. In addition to the reg- 
ular cleaning of a four story and basement 
house once a week you would take every 
brass rod off of two flights of stairs, polish, 
and put them back. ‘ 

If you were in a boarding house the num- 
ber of breakfast trays to be carried up the 
stairs would make you think you wers in a 
hospital. In return for this work you would 
have one afternoon off a week, every other 
Sunday afternoon, and would receive about 
$2 d week. And do you think you would 
strike and demand a dumb waiter for the 
transportation of the dishes? No, indeed: 
Fa would say “Thank you, ma’am,” and put 
in your leisure time by cleaning the boots for 
the young men in the house.

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Wen she becomes efficient she can make 
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tainly the girl who lives at home and receives 
this salary is not to be pitied, for the work 
ig not as strenuous as in Chicago, but life 
must seem discouraging to the girl who has 
to pay her own way and begins on a salary 
of $2.50 a week, with no hope of getting 
more than $7.50 unless she can take dictation 
in French, German, and English. 

„But,“ you say, “ living is cheaper in Len- 
don than in Chicago.”

There are sever! boarding houses for 
women where, by means of denim curtains, 
large bedrooms are divided into from three 
to five “‘ cubicles,” whith rent for from 4.28 
a week to $460, according to location—the 
one near the window costing more. This 
price includes two meals a day. The plan 
works well in the summer, but in the winter 
when all have-to gather around the Gre in

With the Jews, on the contrary, the New 
Year, Rosh Hashana, as it is called, is far 
from being a pleasang affair.

It is preceded by 
weeks of prayer, fasting, and penitence, and 
10 followed by ten days known as the days 
of repentance, which wind up with Yom 
Kippur, the day of atonement, a most grew-

After the Chicago fire had swept 
everything before it few men had the cour- 
age that was needed to build hotels. In the 
fire no one was struck so hard as Potter 
Palmer. For the fire destroyed-in a single 
night that upon which he had expended his 
energy for years. In spite of the obstacies 
he encountered in buying bricks on credit he 
set to building the Palmer house upon the 
ruins of his own buildings. 

Chicago may boast of having the hand- 
somest retail store in the world. It is diffi- 
cult to analyze any man's genius, but it ts 
certain that Marshall Field’s success was 
due to tremendous courage and foresight no 
less than his ability for organization. He 
showed his courage many times. It stood 
out boldest when Field, Leiter & Co. lost 
nearly everything in the Chicago fire. He 
insisted on taking temporary quarters in a 
barn and borrowing $1,000,000 with which to 
rebuild. 

Norman Ream has done more to advance 
real estate than any other man in Chicago. 
He always believed Chicago real estate a 
good thing, and bought land that other men 
would have refused for a gift. 

It sometimes takes more courage to make 
a venture in smali things than in large en- 
terprises. John Gillett was the first to see 
the value of blue grass and turned hundreds 
of acres of corn lands to this use for the fat- 
tening of cattle.

Sidney Kent Bought Furs. 

Sidney Kent was the first fur trader inthis 
part of the country. He found trading with 
the Indians no easy task, and though excit- 
ing adventure was his chief returns at first 
he never questioned his final success. 

The reaping machine has done more for the 
development of agriculture than any other 
invention. When Cyrus H. McCormick con- 
structed his reaper only to abandon it, his 
22 year old son did not propose to et it go. 
Cyrus Hall McCormick took hold of the dis- 
carded machine and made one on an entirely 
different pattern. He then used every dollar 
he had bringing out the first 700 machines. 

Of all the phenomenal successes that have 
come to Chicago nore is so pberomenal as 
that of George Pullman and Nelson Morris. 
Though they both established international 
recognition in the business world they had 
only courage and innate ability to help them. 
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West Won by Courage. 

When young Pullman came west he found 
the train jolted so hard he could not si¢ep. 
He realized that a sleeping car, to have any 
real value, must be constructed to serve the 
double use of day and night car. He voiced 
this. opinion everywhere. but received little 
encouragement. He finally got permission 
from the Chicago and Alton to carry on his 
experiments in one of their repair sheds 
His experiments were made upon two old 
cars of the company. Though they created

He went to Colorado 
and made money. Then he came back and 
gave one year and his entire fortune on the 
model of his car.

Printers Make

The card printing business flourishes best 
in the summer time, while the amusement 
parks are in operation. One of the small 
presses of the kind that are suitable for this 
werk can be set up in almost any sort of a 
cubbyhole. This gives their owners the 
advantage of cheaper rent than is paid by 
many other concessionists, who have less 
chance to derive a profit from thefr business, 

One of the best places to install a.card 
printing press is in the lobby ofa hotel. In 
these places there is a constant stream of 
visitors, most of whom are away from their 
homes, and, as likely as net, without a call- 
ing or business card with which to identify 
themselves should necessity arise. 

* * 
Quick Work in Hotel Lobbies. 

The card printers that usually are seen in 
the hotel lebbies charge 35 cents a hundred 
for their cards. On these they will print 
anything that is desired by the customer, 
and as there is no work beyond throwing a 
few type together, the cards can be printed, 
in many instances, while the patron is having 
his shoes shined or his haircut. This isa big 
factor in their favor, even in the minds of 
city dwellers, because it takes the average 
printing house at least three days to get out 
a new supply of cards, and that is longer than 
the average man cares to wait. 

Some of these card printing presses are so 
small that they can be packed in a suit case 
and carried from city tocity. One young man 
in Chicago has cleared sMghtly over $200 a 
month this summer by carrying his printing 
press with him to the various summer re- 
sorts and across the lake on the excursfen 
boats. There is no better place to operate a 
card printing press than the lower deck of 
an excursion boat. There the printer has 
his customers where they can’t get away, 
and as time usually hangs heavy while the 
boat Is crossing the lake, a good magy of the 
passengers are more than willing to have 
their cards printed. The only drawback to 
the excursion boat asa place to run a printing 
shop is that the boat owners are so grasping 
that they will not allow a press to be operated 
on their vessels without the payment, in ad- 
vance, of an almost prohibitive Mcense fee. 
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Easy to Start in Business. 

One of the printing press manufacturers 
says that over 200 card printing presses con- 
stantly are in operation in Chicago. Com- 
petition among the press manufacturers is 
so keen that anybody with good references 
can get a press on terms that Are more than 
reasonable, and as the business is a paying 
one from the start the press manufacturer 
seldom finds it necessary to foreclose on 
the mortgages that are taken to secure 
payment on the machines. : 

The average man nevér wants a calling 
or business card except when he hasn't one. 
If his card case is full of cards the chances 
are he will not have occasion to use one 
of them, but let his supply run short and 
then he is sure to need one instanter.. For 
this reason the small card printing press, 
with its ability to turn out a bunch of cards 
“while you walt,“ fills a much felt want.

** Wanted—English speaking carpen- 
ters for concrete form and scai.old 
work. Wages —— per day.“ etc., etc. 

The wages range from $2.75 to $5 per day, 
depending upon the position a man holds and 
upon his competency as, well. for no man 
objects to paying good wages to good men. 

In erecting concrete buildings the item of 
forms is large. In effect two wocden bulld- 
ings are erected and torn down. If the etruct- 
ure is one that permits of etandard size forms 
each form may be used a number of times. 
To make, put up, take down, and render fit 
for further use the forms on a concrete builld- 
ing is work that calls for intelligence and 
experience. Every experienced contractor 
wil say that the better the carpenters the less 
cost for forms. 
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All Sorts of Men Answer Ads. 


The above advertisement brings out the fol- 
lowing classes of woodworkers, according to 
a prominent Chicago contractor: Wood 
butchers, plain biuffers, saw and hammer 
owners (not always users), sidewalk and 
fence builders, bridge and trestle builders, 
millwrights, inside finishers, furniture mak- 
ers, cabinet makers, and a few good plain 
carpenters.’ 

Indeed, it is remarkable to see how many 
really incompetent men there are in the world 
who claim to he skilled workmen with trades. 
This same contractor says the best men he 
has ever employed are carpenters who have 
worked in shipyards and men who learned 
their trade in country towns. This means 
that at the present time the country town is 
the best place in which to learn the carpen- 
ter trade, for in the large cities most of the 
work is done in mills and nearly all wood- 
workers are specialists.

Concrete Work New Trade. 


Woodworkers on concrete buildings are 
entitled now to consider their work e trade 
in itself. Now is the time for the ambitious 
man to prepare himself for the work, as fore- 
men are in great demand. The man who will 


— —— 


Dr. 
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be kept busy and will be sent by one con- 
tractor to another when a job is completed 
must be a good man. 

He should be able to read drawings, so 
that a simple sketch may be given him with 
a feeling of certainty that the instructions 
written on it will be understood. Wet con- 
crete exerts tremendous pressure and the 
forms must be put in place to withstand this 
pressure. As the concrete soon ‘sets hard 
the pressure does not last more than two or 
three hours, and within twenty-four or for- 
ty-elght hours the forms are removed. Such 
fastenings as are used should be of a kind 
that can be quiekly and easily put fn place 
and as easily and cheaply taken out. The 
form carpenter should know how to calculate 
the pressure at each foot of depth of form. 
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Now Planned for Poor Labor. 


Because of the inability to secure good car- 
penters for this kind of work there are a 
great many methods of forms in use. They 
are all planned to be handled by common. un- 
skilled labor. It is reasonable to believe 
that if common, unskilled labor can de 
trained to put up and take dewn forme 
trained men will be cheaper, especially if they 
are carpenters. But no matter how simple 
the forming for plain walls there is consid- 
erable special work on every job where cor- 
ners must be turned and fine fitting is called 
for. 

Scaffolding is another thing the concrete 
carpenter must understand. Few men know 
how to put up the sort of scaffolding required 
on a concrete job. On ordinary structures 
scaffelding remains in place for some time 
and carries small, steady loads. In concrete 
work the scaffolds should be changed each 
day and the loads are heavy loads, moving 
rapidly. Scaffold work is an art and few 
men master it. 

The work is nearly all outdoor work and 
much of it ts done on light, strong scaffolds, 
so that men with steady nerves are needed. 
They must be skfiled carpenters and of a 
ready and quick turn of mind. There is no 


place for the slow plodding plane pusher on a 


concrete job. It is a trade young men should 
learn. for they will never be out of a job 
if they learn ſt thoroughly.

Chinese Students Go Abroad. 

Tens of thousands of students are going 
abroad for modern education; schools and 
colleges after advanced principles have been 
established throughout the eighteen prev 
inces Japanese and western text books have 
been translated into Chinese to be used in 
the new educational institutions, and the 
entire ceuntry bristles with new spirit and 
Ideas. These students, “ baptized by the 
cloven tongues of modern thought.” are 
keenly awakened to the backward conditions 
of their administrative system and demand 
an advanced form of government. 

When such students are increasing by tens 
of thousands month after month, herald ag 
among the masses of the people the gospel 
of modernism, a sagacious ruler like the 
empress dewager could not fail to foresee 
disestrous effects which would surely ever 
take the empire should the government cling 
to the old administrative system. Thus was 
born the edict creating a sort of British cab- 
inet out of the state eounell of China, with 
heads of all the state departments. 

Each of the eighteen provinces was given 
a constitution of its own, providing for an 
elective parliament, which shail have power 
to choose the provincial governor, who shall 
be subordinate to another governor named 
by the empress.

During the sessions of the first duma the 
two women’s suffrage organizations bom- 
barded the deputies and the people with 
tracts and addresses, with the direct result 
that a majority of the duma declared for 
woman's suffrage and incorporated it in the 
constitutional preject.

It weuld be natural to suppose that this 
full grown suffrage movement from the Rus-

Although the average newspaper reader 
is more or less familar with the spirited 
campaigns of the suffragettes in Great 
Britain, and with the speedy triumphs of the 
women of Finland. he has perbaps little idea 
of the almost universal movement on the 
part of womankind “fer a voice, a vote, 
and a share in the government.“ 

In Norway the women have achieved the 
parliamentary franchise under an income 
qualification; in Lendon the municipal fran- 
chise has been granted; in Great Britain 
the general opinion is that the demands of 
the “ suffragettes "’ will de granted within 
a few years. In Japan the cause has been 
embraced by women of the upper classes. In 
Indea it has a@vocates among cultured Par-

Even in Persia in 1907 the educated women 
are asking a vote for members of the recent- 
ly established representative assembly. In 
the United States the conditions to overcome 
are harder and more complicated than in 
any other country.

American Woman as Toiler. 


The most remarkable achievements of 
American women in the year 1907 were along 
the fine of industrialism. There has been 
a marked accentuation of the steady in- 
creage in the last decade of women bread 
Winners. It is given in the last census that 
one woman in every five is a bread winger. 
The number of wesnen at work more than 
doubted in the interval between 1880 and 
1900. Ot course this increase was in part 
the result of the growth of popu.ation.. But 
this accounts for not much more than one- 
hal of the total increase. 

The census distinguishes 308 occupations. 
Women are represented in all but nine of 
these cecupations. Naturally no women were 
reported as United States soldiers, sadlors, or 
marines; nor were any reported as members 
off the fire department or as street car dri- 


vers, although two were reported ag motor- 


men, or as telegraph and teiephone linemen. 
or as apprentices or helpers to rooters and 
slaters, or as helpers to steam boilermakers 
or te brass workers. 

Five women were employed as pilots, ten 
were empioyed as baggagemen, thirty-one 
as brakemen, seven as conductors, forty-five 
as engineers and firemen, and twenty-six as 
switchmen, yardmen, and flagmen; forty- 
three were carriage and hack divers; six 
were reported as ship carpenters, and two as 
roofers and slaters; as many as 186 were re- 
turned as blacksmiths and 508 as machinists, 
eight were boilermakers, thirty-one were 
charcoal, coke, and Mme burners, eleven were 


wellborers.

Domestic Service Most Important. 


Despite the increasing diversity of employ- 
ments for women, Dr. Joseph A. Hill of the 
census bureau declares that domestic service 
still remains the most important by far of 
feminine occupations. Of the 4.883,80 wom- 
en in continental United States reported as 
engaged in gainful occupations, 1,124,388, or 
almost one-fourth of the whole number, were 
returned as servants. THe next moét im- 
portant occupation for women is farm labor. 
The number of women reported as follew- 
ing this occupation was 465,405, or almost 
half a million. Seventy-nine per cent of 
these were negresses and 60 per cent of the 
whole number were members of the farmers’ 
families, wives, daughters, helping on the 
home farms. 

Three-fifths of all the women bread win- 
ners were found in the six occupations, em- 
ploying more than 300,000 women each, thé 
aggregate being 2,882,779.

Textile Trades Hold Many Women. 


The seventh occupation group in numerical 


importance was the textile miil operatives, 
Next came the heusekeepers and steward- 
esses. These housekeepers are working for 
wages and not keeping houses in their own 
homes for themselves. To these occupations 
add those of_the saleswomen, comprising 
142,265 women; the seamstresses, compris- 
ing 138,724, and the list Includes the ten tead- 
ing occupations for women, and accounts 
for 73.3 per cent of the total number of 
women who are bread winners.

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How to Make ae Blouses and Tailored 


Shirt Waists Relieved. 


A good many of the plain tailored shirt 
waists are and will be wern, and wich them 
the various attractive collars and wonder- 
fully pretty IAtle bewe or ties of all kinds 
whieh are se alluringly displayed to attract 
the shoppers’ attention. These waists are 
made of linen usually, although at this sea- 
son many are made of flannel. They must 
be perfectly cut, fitted, and made, and, last, 
but not least, well put on. 

An illustration of one style is given on this 
page, the yoke coming over on the front one 
or two inches. Another style shows the 
shoulder seam in the position it is in on a 
dress waist, and the fronts tacked to yoke 
depth. An attractive silk or satin waist is 
shown. of a fancy stripe, the matertal Made 
up on the dias and a vest put in of plain 
silk tucked, with a seam down the middle 
of the front and the tucks put together so as 
to run diagonally to match the rest of the 
waist. 

And right here is a good place to say a few 
worde abeut silks. There is a genera! idea 
the durability of silk depends on the dye 
used. This is an error, as how long it can 
withstand wear and whether it will fade or 
split depend on the percentage of metal, prin- 
eipally tin, with which it has been weighted. 
A given quantity of silk becomes heayier and 
will make many more yards of material after 
this process, which lowers the price and 
lessens the value in proportion. Before this 
devitee was thought of silks and brocades 
could defy the ravages of time, their colors 
not fading. through years of service. 

A rather odd, attractive waist is shown, 
made of filet lace and finely tucked net. The 
sleeves have a lower part of the tucked net, 
also a pretty shaped yoke, bordered by a nar- 
row pompad@our ribbon. This yoke is cut out 
in a sharp V and is filled in by a fitted piece, 
and plain high collar of the filet-lace. The 


waist has the loose armhole effect, although 
there is a puffed upper sleeve put in under- 
neath. This waist couk? be copied for about 
$4 by n of lace (t 
and a half yards), and the net is se wi 
that a half or three-quarter of a yard (at 50 
cents a yard) should be enough, leaving «a 
margin for a china silk foundation. 

A beautiful model waist or blouse is shown, 
made of black filet and chaatilly lace, with 
a handsome embroidered design trimmed 
with st pings of soutache braided inser- 
tions, a rming effect being given by the 
corn shade meuseeline foundation. Of course, 
as this stands it ls an expensive waist, but 
the design could be easily copied in less ex- 
pensive materials. The daintiest model 
shown is a b.ouse of fine white linen. The 
collar, yoke, and top of sleeves are tuckéd 
in fine tucks, the lower part of the sleeves 
and of the blouse are of a sheer embroidery 
and in the neck in the front is set in a tiny 
pointed plece of the embraidery, which 1 
to the top of the collar and the waigt is fin- 
ished on either side of it with small buttons. 

A shirtwaist which is made with a yoke in 
the back always has te have the position of 
the shoulder seam changed. The position of 
the seam on a dress waist is a little back of 
the top of the shoulder, say about one inch, 
and the position of the seam when there isa 
back yoke is directly on top of the shoulder. 
An ordinary plain shirtwaist pattern can, 
however, be e.coesefully used. 

Lay the back of the pattern on a fresh piece 
of paper and draw or trace the outline of the 
back, shoulder seam and all. Remeve the 
original pattern and on this one which has 
just been traced measure up one inch at each 
end of the shoulder seam, continue the neck 
and armhole lines te the reapective points and 
draw a new shoulder line connecting the two 
points.

So measure down from the 
shoulder seam on the front of the pattern 
one inch at each end, and draw a new shoul- 
der seam. It will, of course. be wise to lay 
the front on a piece of fresh paper and make 
another pattern with the changed seam 30 
that the old pattern may be kept intact. 

To go back now and finish the yeke. The 
one going to a point in the middle is probably 
the best looking. Measure down m the 
raised shoulder point at the armhele two 
inches and make a dot. Measure down from 


the neck in the middle of the back six inches 
and make a dot. Holding the neck of the 
pattern next to you, draw a curved line like 
the one shown in the diagram. If the first 
curve is pot satisfactory there is no need to 
feel discouraged, for a little practice will do 
wonders, and there is an immense satisfac- 
tion in feeling able or competent to do some 
of these things oneself without always hav- 
ing to rum and buy a pattern.

the ticking stand the bias strip, edge up;

sew on till covered; don’t sew the bias strip 
together, but lap this when stitching on; 
when all is on put on clothes line and pound 
hard with carpet beater. They are nicer than 
those you hire woven; of course you have 
only one side to use.

Charles Gibbons, the daredevil tester of the factory, 
Was assigned to make the first run on the chassis.

Her father, after some hesitation 
and many assurances both from the manager of the 
factory and the’ daring Gibbons, gave his consent. | 

The pair were soon speeding along the boulevards. 
The silent Gibbons sat rigidly grasping the steering 
wheel; his eyes were riveted straight ahead, and he 
seemed to notice nothing to right or left of him. He 
steadily increased the speed, until his responsive ma- 
chine seemed fairly to fly over the paved roads.

Although it was one of the elopements uch failed 
to end happily, No. 4665 carried George Van Sands and 
Grace Cochrane on their wild ride to the knot-tying 
place. 

Only a few days after the dash of 4665 to Mil- 
waukee with Van Sands and his promised bride a 
large party of Evanstonians went on a camping expe- 
dition to Momence, III. Among these were Mise Vera 
Grate Moore and Mr. Robert P. Sheppard. Thie en- 
gaged couple were missed from camp one whole even- 
ing and a search was made for them. They had slipped 
away from camp and had walked to the railroad Sta- 
tion, where, while waiting for a train to Chicago, Mr. 
Sheppard telephoned a Chicago garage to meet the train 
at the La Salle street station. The “ love boat” was 
sent, and again carefully served to convey an eloping 
couple to ſthe parsonage. After the ceremony Mr. and 
Mrs. Sheppard returned to thé station, and the love 
boat had cut another notch in Its rapidly growing 
record.

$7,000,000 for New School Buildings. 

During the nest tW6 years $7,000,000 will be spent 
in public school construction in Chicago. Before the 
close of this period Chicago will have the finest and 
most complete manual training high school in the 
world—the Albert G. Lane school, Which 16 being built 
at Division ahd Sedgwick streets at a cost of $800,000. 
The school building covers the entire block and contains 
shépe for woodwork, carpentry, turning, pattern making, 
forgiiig,. fourla@ry work, chipping, machine work, to- 
gether With a number of electrical, Sphysical, and scien- 
tific laboratories, a huge gymnasium, lunchrooms, and 
remarkably large classrooms. It is the aim of the 
board of education and Architect Dwight Heald Perkins 
to make the Lane school a model building and a mode! 
public educational ingtitution, in which boys may gain 
an education which will fit them to earn a good and 
ample living. 

Two of the new schools planned by Architect Per- 
kins are to be of an entirely new type of school con- 
struction, as shown in the picture on this page. Instead 
of having twenty-six rooms, they will have forty rooms 
when completed, and will be without a basement. There 
is no detail in modern school construction whith Will He 
overlooked in the new type of school, and every. one 
of the new buildings will be provided not only with 
playrooms and a gyninasiuim ut also with rooms for 
manual training and domestic science, laboratories, and 
lunchrooms. 

The $7,000,000 Worth of schools plarined will enable 
the board to catch up with the growth of population 
so that every child of schddl age in Chicago will have 
a seat.

Now, with the advent of the winter season, 
they are being enthusiastically taken up by society 
women all over the country. 

Chicago women are studying these old dances with 
Mrs. Annie Ward Foster, who is an authority on the 
subject, for she gained some of her information from 
Miss Nellie Chaplin, an English girl who has revived 
‘these charming dances in London, where she has a 
fashionable dancing school. Mrs. Foster has done a 
great deal of research work, both with regard to the 
accurate music for the dances and the dances them- 
selves. 

The dances are wonderfully deautiful, and many 
society women have “gone wild” over them. In fact, 
the members of the Elio club are now rehearsing several 
of these old dances which they will give the 19th of 
January in the club room.

Learned Proper Gowns to Wear. 

Mrs. Foster was also able to secure designe of 
gowns which are historically correct for the dances, 
and the women of the club will go through the quaint, 
dignified steps so popular with our ancestors in, the 
lovely old world gowns. A year ago last spring the 
graduating clase of the Kenwood institute was coached 
by Mrs. Foster and gave one of these old fashioned 
dancee—the Pavane. 

The old dance music is fascinating, and some one 
has expressed the sentiment that “old dance music has 
an inexpressible pathos. As I Heten to it I seem to be 
present at long past festivities, whose haunts are swept 
away and forgotten.” 

Two examples of these old dances which are to be 
danced by society women in Chicago this winter are the 
Pavane and the Gaillard. The origin of these dances, 
like all the examples which became popular at the 
courte of kings and in the houses of the nobles, was 
the simple movements of the people who lived in the 
country. 

The majestic Pavane was essentially a dance of the 
courts; all the princely caste of Europe adopted it; 
indeed, it was a point of honor to dance the Pavane 
gracefully. A chronicler of the times says: 

“Admiring and sometimes critical crowds gathered 
about the dancers, and it was a beautiful sight to eee 
kings, princes, and great lords, draped in gorgeous 
cloaks, tilted up by swords, and queens and princesses 
in robes of state) held up by maids of honor, advancing 
to the sound of instruments, and pacing in cadence, 
rather than dancing, with a pomp and a majesty as of 
gods and goddesses.” 


* ¢ 
Dance Gave Privilege of a Kiss. 

The Pavane was in high favor from 1530 until the 
minority of Louis XIV. The earliest examples were 
sung and danced by their performers to the music of 
tabours, viols, hautbois, and sackbute, in double time. 
During the latter part of its vogue the Pavane was 
called the “grand bal.” A beau of Louis XIV.’s time 
wrote: 

“The gentieman may dance the Pavane wearing his 
hat and his sword, and the ladies wearing their long 
dreases, walking quietly, with a measured gravity, and 
the young giris with a humble expression, their eyes 
cast down, occasionally looking at the audience wi 
a maidenly modesty.” 

He also adds that it was an amiable kind of dance, 
Since it permitted at its windup the stealing of a kiss 
from one’s damosel.” ' 

For more than a century the principal dancers of 
the grand ballet made their entrance to the tune of a 
Pavane. It was not only a favorite in theaters and at 
the court but the delight of the middle French classes. 
The gentieman, his hat in one hand, his sword at his 
side, a large cloak thrown over his arm, gravely offered 
his right hand to his partner, rigid in her long train, 
heavy and stiff with gold and jewels. Like a 
couple of idols, the lord and lady advanced in 
solemn cadence. Before beginning the dance 
they walked gravely around the room, bowing to 
the master and mistress of the house.

The Passepied is a particularly famous dance, be- 
cause the beginnings of drama can be traced back to 
it, and it invariably had some connection with the 
happenings of daily life.

The Branles 
are an interesting survival of the pantomimic dances, 


or dances of action, of which relics are still to be seen 
in children’s games.

Auguste, who was to dance in the opera. Gluck refused 
on the ground that the Greeks did not know the Chacone. 

“I'm sorry for them,” said Vestris, “but you must 
write it, for I am the god of the dance, to which Gluck 
replied: “Well, if you are the god of the dance, go 
and dance it in heaven, not in my opera!” However, 
Vestris eventually had His own way about the matter.

Fascinating Dance of Countryside. 

Among the old English dances which Mrs. Foster 
teaches are “All in a Garden Fair,” “Caelsey Reach, 
“ Heartsease,” Darsason,“ and “Kemp's Jig.“ All of 
them are characteristic instances of the fresh, unfet- 
tered, gracefyl movements of the countryside in Eng- 
land, and as such are wonderfully fascinating. 

“All in a Garden Green is a typical example of an 
early eet dance, in Which the natural greeting of kissing 
gives a quaint effect. 

“ Heartsease” is a formal dance, not infused with the 
stilted grace of the court dances, but thoroughiy tender 
and poetical in character. The deliciously quaint, 
plaintive air, with a curious armchair turn in.the mei- 
ody towards the end also shows the enormous variety 


‘in our popular tunes which so few people appreciate 


nowadays at anything like their true worth. 

The revival of the old time dances is attributabiec 
almost directly to the high favor with which the 
courts of Europe received the efforts of Isadore Dun- 
can to popularise the old Grecian and. claséic dances 
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as a form of entertainment. Wherever she appeared 
in Europe she was received with applause. Although 
Miss Duncan was not the first of the world’s dancers 
to revive the old classic dances she was the first to 
attempt to popularize them to the extent of touring a 
continent and winning courts and kings and em- 
perors by her grace and her dances. 

At once all over the world the story of her popu- 
larity was carried by the newspapers and at once 
dancing teachers and teachers of expression and del- 
sarte began turning over the pages of history to find 
some old time dances to revive." The result waz im- 
mediate. In every city of the old world and this. 
young women took up the work of teaching dancing 
to society. It has to a great extent taken the place 
of physical culture as a form of exercise. In Paris 
and in London women have been employed at exorbi- 
tant prices to teach fancy dancing and the move- 
ments of the old time dances to social leaders who 
desired to obtain the grace of movement of Isadore 
Duncan. 

It was a natural step from classical and fancy 
dancing to a revival of the old English dances and it 
is that most natural step that has been taken in C 
cago. Mrs. Foster not only is popularizing the old 
English dances in Chicago but -she is making the old 
time dances quite the fad and everybody is raving over 
them. 2

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Filing Farmers At Urbana Farm. 


F®you own a farm in Illinois, and next 
spring, after the frost is out of the 
ground, shall observe a man in overalls 
somewhere over in the “north forty,” bor- 
ing with an inch auger down, down into 
your real estate as if he owned it, don't 
get excited. Let him bore. He's merely 
an assistant agronomist from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Urbana, and before the department 
of agronomy is done there'll be inch holes, forty inches 
deep, bored into every ten acre tract in the state. 
As there are 66,000 square miles of land area in 
Tllinois, this means that 3,684,000 of these holes will be 
bored into the 102 counties of the state before Agronv- 
mist Cyril G. Hopkins at Urbana Schall have completed 
his campaign of “farm inventory,” which already has 
been in progress six years. When the boring is done, 
an inch hole 1,221 miles deep in the aggregate will have 
been driven into the soils of these counties and the inch VVV be. 1 5 tat 
“cores” forwarded to the agricultural department of r , r 3 C * y ) 2 
the university for laboratory tests and analyses oo 7 Bre = . ‘as 1 * in i oy és 353550 3 i 
Agronomy Means Scientific Agriculture. 
Of course, not all these holes will be bored. Fre- 
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quently the assistant agronomist with his auger will 
discover that one ten acre tract in a forty or eighty is 
exactly like all the others, and he'll be satisfied with 
the one puncture. But tf there's any doubt about the 
fact, agronomical science won't be satisfied without 
driving the auger home to its limit of forty vertical 
inches. 

What is an “agronomist’’? is a question to be an- 
ticipated. According to the Century dictionary, an 
agronomist is “one who is engaged in the study of 
agronomy, or the management of lands.“ Agronomy,’ 
it may be added on the same authority, is “the art of 
cultivating the ground. 

Simplifying the words “agronomy” and “agrono- 
mist in this way, it may be taken for granted that, 
when the agronomical campaign of 1908 opens in Illinois 
next spring, the average farmer at the most will have 
his curiosity rather than his resentment aroused by 
the overall man with the auger. Already twenty-seven 
Illinois counties have been punctured by agronomist 


augers, and few of the borers have had the dogs set 


on them. 


The average man, traveling the whole length of the 


state in a railroad train and looking out of thé car win- 


Gows, would get the idea that agronomising Lilinois 
soil ought to be a snap. The general levelness of the 


Prairie state would indicate it, too.

Glaciers Brought All Kinds of Soil. 


But ages before the time of the cave man, the way 
the prehistoric glaciers cavorted around over the present 
te of Illinois, each depositing ita special types of soil 
matter wherever it pleased, has resulted in making 
Illinois an agronomizing problem hard to beat. 

It was round the lower rim of Lake Michigan in 
Illinois that the glacier left the moraine débris in 
ridges. Among the drift was the Ossian Guthrie 
boulder which, in memory of his grandfather, finally 
was deposited in Grant park, near the Chicago Art 
institute. Previously were the lower, middle and up- 
per Hlinoisan glaciers, each of them doing things. 
Wisconsin, which a few years ago tried to put a tax 
on Wisconsin ice shipped into Chicago, had sent two 
prehistoric glaciers down into Illinois, loaded with 
boulders, pebbles, and gravel and much fine earth, so 
that the state is credited with a good deal of the 
material which now makes up the Illinois “corn belt” 
soil. Iowa broke in with a glaciation which wasn’t up 
te much, and after a few hundred thousand years of 
melting quiet, Chief Agronomist Hepkins at Urbana is 
up against his seil problems as the net twentieth cen- 
tury results. 


* *¢ 
Jabs in Corn Belt Made Soils Rich. 

Oddly enough, old Jo Daviess county, in the extreme 
northwest corner of Illinois, escaped without a glacial 
acratch. Pike county—probably because of the reputa- 
„tion of a Pike county in any section—got only two 
glaciated jabs in its northern pars while away down in 
the Illinois “Egypt” the seven cotnties of Union, John- 
eon, Hardin, Pope, Pulaski, Alexander, and Massac also 
escaped unscathed. 

But as an indication of what happened in the center 
of these glacial mixups around the belt line of the state, 
Edgar county—showing five. different soils in one 
forty acre tract and containing at least ten different 
kinds of soil in considerable areas over the county— 
seems to hold the glacial record of the state. 

In Jo Daviess county and down: in Egypt” land 
Prof. Hopkins shows how it doesn’t pay not to be in the 
center of any kind of activity, whatever and whenever 
i ig’ pulled off. Edgar county, which mixed industrioue- 
ly, and which twice was hit slightly below its corn belt, 
has corn land selling for $150 to $200 an acre, while in 
those sections where glaciations found nothing doing, 
land may be bought for $25 to $50 an acre. 

Personally and officially Prof. Hopkins is worked up 
over the way Illinois has been farmed and seems des- 
tuned to be farmed for some time to come. “ 
rotation” has been accepted on all sides as the modern 
method for obtaining good crops and preserving the 
ignds of Illinois. But Prof. Hopkins holds that crop 
rotation, followed long enough, will make of the IHinois 
corn belt another and a real Egypt in its desolation.

manure only twenty pounds of nitrogen, which is 
eighty pounds short; only four pounds of phosphorus, 
which is thirteen pounds short; and twenty pounds of 
potassium, which is one pound more than the 100 
bushels will require. 

“ Westward the curse of empire takes its way.” 

Prof. Hopkins doesn’t paraphrase the old observation 
in just this manner, but in looking back upon the fertile 
areas of the globe that have been farmed out,” leav- 
ing the farmer to move on westward for new land, he 
sees the ruin that has been left behind. He is boring 
holes in Illinois counties now with the purpose of shdw- 
ing the Illinois farmer just about how long he can 
hope to go on with only the old and necessary crop 
rotation before he is forced to up with another 
“ westward ho” movement which must land him in the 
Pacific ocean as a firat step and to @ wornout China as 
the second and last and only possibility. 

How difficult this work of the university agnicul- 
tural school is may be seen by the layman when in the 
ordinary prairie land alone the agronomist finds twenty 
types of differing soils.

Phosphorus Must Be Returned to Earth. 

Just how important the item of Phosphorus is in 
agriculture is seen in some of the figures of the United 
States geclogical survey. Prof. Hopkins has shown 
from. the. geologist’s. data that if the earth’s crust 
were ground up to soil fineness, and an acre of this 
were distributed seven inches deep anywhere that 
arable conditions obtain, this acre—producing 100 
bushels of corn every year—would last in chemical

Professor Right in Advocating Phosphorus. 


For at present there are only two possible sources 
from which to return this phosphorus: 

1. Phosphate rock is mined in the south, is ground 
to powder, and prepared for distribution over the farm, 
presenting the phosphorus element in cheapest form; 
but while 2,000,000 tons of rock phosphate are mined 
every year in the United States, 1,000,000 tons of this 
soil egsential are exported to foreign countries! 

2. Phosphorus in the bone meal manufactured by 
the meat trust is the other most readily available 
source, and when steamed, as it should be, costs $25 a 
ton in Elinois, as against the $7 to $8 a ton for the 
ground phosphate rock. 

It must be realised that the bone meal came from 
the farmer’s Soll direct, and that in returning every 
bone of every animal sold from the farm his land still 
is shy of enough to replace the phosphorus that was 
taken from his soil in the enormous quantities of 
grain and hay sold directly from the farm. Further, 
it should be known that on one of the test acres on 
the university farm the application vf $2 worth of 
steamed bone meal produced twenty-six bushels more 
corn than did another acre patch six or eight feet 
away. pe prequases has the idea that twenty-six

bushels of 36 cent corn for $2 is pretty cheap, espe- 
cially. when the rock phosphate might have supplied the 
Phosphorus at a cost of 76 cents.

Crops Must Be.Fed as ‘Carefully as Cattle. 


Some of the showings which scientific farming made 
on the land just south of the university campus at 
Urbana last summer brought hundreds of farmers fron) 
every direction and from short and long distances that 
they might see. An experimental acre of corn, for in- 
stance, yielded 118 bushels, when within a hundred 
yards of it was another untreated acre—plowed, har- 
rowed, planted, and cultivated in exactly the same 
manner—which yielded only twenty-nine bushels. 

Just what to add to a certain soil is the secret of 
the agronomist and his soil laboratory. When the 
auger men of the agricultural college at the university 


have completed their borings, and when the soll maps. 


of every county in the state have been prepared and 
published, showing to every farmer in the state in ten 
acre squares just what kind or kinds of land he has, 
the department of agronomy at Urbana can issue

“Feed your lands, in order that your crops may be 


ted and your lands not starved,” is the philosophy of 


the agronomist.

Business Demands, Not for 
Speculation. 


Under the many handicaps of the last year 
the real estate market has made a remark: 
ably good showing, the total of its trans- 
actions exceeding by several millions of dol- 
lars those of the preceding year, which en- 
joyed the distinction of being the largest for 
— year since 1804, during world's fair boom

When it is further considered that gen- 
erally favorable financial conditions prevailed 
throughout the preceding year, that the total 
volume of transactions was greatly swelled 
by large speculative buying movements in 
State street and Wabash and Michigan ave- 
nues, and by the heavy purchases of the 
Northwestern road in connection with its 
new passenger terminal project, all of which 
conditions were wanting to 1907, the real 
significance of the year's showing becomes 
more apparent, The only wonder is that it 
did not show a large falling off as com- 
pared with the preceding year, and the faci 
that instead of this a material gain was made 
is accepted as conclusive.evidence of the great 
strength and thoroughly healthy condition 
of the market. | 


Little Specuiative Buying. 

It aleo indicates clearly the remarkable 
growth of the city, for nearly all this buy- 
ing was in response to the pressing business 
and living needs of the city's rapidly 
menting commerce and population. Specu- 
lative buying practically was an unknown 
quantity, with the possible exception of the 
movement in the St. Clair street district in 
the fall, and considerable of this buying was 
for immediate improvement and use for 
factory and warehouse purposes. There also 
was considerable investment buying, the 
most notable instance being the purchase by 
Levy Mayer of the Stratford hotel property, 
while there also was a fair amount of fee 
buying im the central district. 

But, generally speaking, the market es- 
sentially was one of specific needs, for new 
and larger quarters for commercial

continued tight money 
on the market and on building operations, 
ahd undoubtedly it has been the most dis. 
tinct as well as the unfavorable feature of 
the situation., In the early part of the year it 
‘was not particularly bad, and, while lenders 
were disposed to scrutinize securities a lit- 
tle more closely and interest rates showed a 
‘slightly advancing tendency, borrowers with 
good security found little difficulty as a 
rule in securing money. 

With the approach of summer, however, 
there was a material stiffening of the mar- 
ket in sympathy with the general money mar- 
ket, and much eastern money, which for 
years had been a prominent factor in the 
market, was withdrawn and sought invest- 
ment in the 6 and 7 per cent commercial pa- 
per and railroad notes, which were looked 
upon with great favor. It exceed- 

ly dificult to secure large loans on even 
the choicest central business property, and 8 
per cent became practicaily the minimum 
rate, as compared with 4 per cent a few 
months before. Large flat loans became a 
practical impossibility, but there continued 
to be a 7 supply of money for the 
ama ller this character, although the 
borrower f himself compelled to pay 5% 
C per cent, or % to 1 per cent more than a 
few mcnths ore. 

For a time it looked as if the autumn would 
bring greatly improved conditions, and some 
#4 per cent money was advertised at one 
tine, but all these hopes proved delusive, for 
the market tightened again, then later the 
storm burst which for a time paralyzed all 
Classes of business and thoroughly unsettled 
the mortgage loan and real estate business. 
As stated before it is surprising that the 
real estate market held up as it did in the 
face of such pronounced adverse conditions.
